For me, these words convey a mild 
condescension, suggesting that any movie 
which has emotional significance for men 


is somehow incomplete, inadequate, less 
worthy. I would hope that such “male” 
material would be just what women 
might want to examine, not dismiss, 
since it might lead to some insight into 
the male psyche. Similarly, men have 
much to learn in examining experiences 
which have traditionally been significant 
only for women.

Janet Maslin replies: You didn’t miss 
it; I said it all wrong. What I meant was 
that when a film depends as heavily on 
atmospheric detail as this (or American 
Graffiti, or Mean Streets) does, if the 
viewer can’t relate closely enough to the 
film’s milieu s(he) can wind up feeling 
detached from the whole picture. (I have 
friends in New York who claim to have 
missed out on Graffiti’s mystique 
because they don’t drive). So while I 
agree with you that there was a lot to be 
learned from The Last Detail’s 
exploration of the male psyche, that 
exploration was — for me, at least, — too 
deeply immersed in details I didn’t have 
much feeling for. But it’s exactly those 
details that make the picture so 
immediate for other viewers. It was far 
too arbitrary for me to assume that those 
who’d be most moved by it were 
necessarily men. 


Deadly Power Shut Offs 


Two incredibly tragic incidents 
occurred during the past winter. In New 
York state, a few days before Christmas, 
the Niagara Mohawk Power Corp. shut 
off the electricity of Frank and Catherine 
Baker, age 92 and 93 respectively. The 
Bakers, who had neglected to pay a bill of 


$202., were found a few days later, 
huddled together on their living room 
floor, frozen to death. (See Newsweek 
Magazine, Jan. 7, 1974, National Affairs 
Section, page 28.) 

A few weeks later, on January 28, 1974, 
after his gas was shut off for non-payment 
of a bill of $128., 71-year-old Harold 
Radtke of Peshtigo, Wisconsin was also 
found frozen to death on the floor of his 
home. (See The Boston Globe, February 
9, 1974, page 9). 

In Massachusetts, most of our sick and 
elderly receive no better protection 
against such unilateral power company 
shut-offs than that offered Radtke or the 
Bakers, but public awareness of that fact 
seems muted to say the least. In this 
state, a 14 day notice to the Department 
of Public Utilities is required before the 
power can be shut off in the case of 
hospitals, nursing homes and “‘homes for 
the aged,” and after that power can be 
shut off only on terms determined by the 
DPU, but no such notice is required in 
the case of the elderly and sick living in 
their own homes and apartments. 

Our laws also provide that the power 
may not be shut off if a physician, or a 
local board of health, certifies to the 
company that there is serious illness in 
the home. Clearly this provision would 
not have prevented either the Radtke or 
Baker tragedies. Neither, as far as we 
know, were under the care of a physician, 
nor were any local authorities aware of 
their plight. 

It is also important to note that this 
provision of our law requires some 
positive, affirmative action, not by the 
companies, but by the “victims.” It is 
very clear that neither the Bakers nor 
Radtke were up to such action. The 
Bakers had $1,000. in their mattress 
when found, and could easily have paid 
the overdue bill. Radtke had a brother in 
the area who would gladly have paid the 
bill, and had done so once before. 

Old, confused, perhaps, sick, perhaps 
simply forgetful, but in any event clearly 
unable to help themselves, those people 
were simply discarded by the system, one 
that requires no court orders, no 
regulatory agency permits, and no 
invesitgation at all by the companies 
before such shut-offs are permitted. 
Strike the Bakers and Radtke. They are 
no longer “operative.”

Historical Racism 


The Park Square Movie House 
screening of the film ‘Philadelphia 
Story” was for me an enrichment of my 
own appreciation for Katherine Hepburn. 
As a regular customer, having not seen. 
the film before, it was especially 
enjoyable. However, there was one 
outstanding flaw appearing early in the 
film which distracted me for nearly the 
remainder of time spent and nearly sent 
me out of the theatre before the ending. 
The flaw was the incredibly racist line 
about ‘‘Piccaninnies and banjos’’ 
delivered by the character Liz to James 
Stewart upon entering the mansion. 

Given the fact that the film is an 
historical marker in spite of itself, does 
an insultingly and degradingly racist 


remark like that have to remain in prints 
of the film shown in Boston (or anywhere) 
in 1974? Cannot MGM or The Park 
Square or whoever holds the rights to the 
film be more wise in retrospect to the 
historically racist and sexist Hollywood? 
(Even NBC had enough sense to strike 
out at least some of the racism from 
Barrie’s original ‘Peter Pan” for its 
recent disinterment.) 

Admittedly dangerous though it may 
be to advocate censorship on any level, 
this kind of censorship is of a very direct 
nature: the line added nothing valuable 
to the story, revealed nothing we didn’t 
know about the characters, (we know 
they’re racist already), and has certainly 
lost its perverse, inhumane, and ignorant 
“humor” (as no one in the audience 
laughed). Why doesn’t someone throw it 
out? 

One last thought: the embarrassment 
to any white person sitting in the 
audience upon hearing a line like that is 
obvious. And no film mogul will be able 
to convince me that it is continually left 
in to make an audience either laugh at 
the past and its attitudes or feel guilty 
about it — whether in the socially elite 
mansion in Philadelphia or the cotton 
fields of Burbank studios. However, 
somewhere there is always some business 
person to devise a glib response to the 
anger aroused by “those glorious MGM 
musicals” et al. 

It will be awhile before I return to the 
Park Square Movie House.

Strikers on Sexism 
On Feb. 25, the workers at the Pewter 


’ Pot Muffin House in Copley Square 


walked out on strike to protest the 
persecution and discrimination against 
union members. This is a strike of all the 
workers: waitresses, waiters, 
dishwashers, cooks, bus people and 
cashiers. 


The amount of media coverage we have 
received thus far has been minimal and 
inaccurate. The coverage implies that the 
strike line and the union are composed of 
women only. This is not true. This is a 
workers’ struggle. The sexism present in 
the restaurant industry, in labor 


organizations, in the media, and in all big 
business does play a significant role in 
our fight. 

The Independent Restaurant Workers 
Union has a feminist consciousness and 
recognizes the importance of fighting 
against the specific oppression of women, 
which is so clearly reflected in the role of 
waitress. This role is a natural extension 
of the traditional image of woman as a 
sex object and servant. We feel that the 
media capitalizes on this image by 
highlighting the strike as a waitresses’ 
strike. Although on the surface this 
coverage may appear to stem from a 
concern for feminism, we see it as an 
extension of sexism because the idea of 
militant women taking control over their 
working lives obviously titillates the 
media more than workers taking control 
does. 

This sexist coverage, no matter how 
newsworthy, has a divisive effect on 
workers. This effect is apparent in the 
feelings of male workers that their 
existence is not even acknowledged. 
Dividing workers on male-female lines is 
a traditional management ploy which is 
now used by the media. The focus of our 
struggle is one of workers uniting against 
their mutual oppressors, and, with that, 
women uniting against their specific 
oppression. The importance of our 
struggle is lessened when the media 
chooses to cover only one aspect of it at 
the expense of the larger, all-inclusive 
workers’ struggle. The media’s emphasis 
on the feminist aspect while ignoring 
other aspects (such as workers vs. super- 
corporations — Heublein and Kentucky 
Fried Chicken; workers vs. racist, sexist, 
age-ist hiring policies; workers’ 
alienation, etc.) is a sexist attempt to 
make our struggle seem less valid to a 
public which, because of its own sexism, 
can more easily dismiss a feminist 
struggle than it can a workers struggle. 

The Independent Restaurant Workers 
Union is committed to its struggle 
against sexism, racism, alienation, and 
all other forms of oppression which are 
used to divide and exploit workers.

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Where Have All the Free Schools Gone?

At about the same time that 
food-coops were getting it 
together and thousands were 
marching against a war, the free 
school movement sprang up. 
Free schools were part of what 
we often called ‘‘parallel 
institutions,” the hope that 
besides challenging the status 
quo, people could start living 
free now. Nowhere did the 
Establishment structures seem 
more rigid than in the school 
systems. So the free schools grew 
outside. Many of us believed 
they had to stay outside to stay 
free. 

There were plenty of alienated 
high schoolers in the late sixties. 
A few of them found their 
alternatives in free high schools, 
but there weren’t enough of the 
schools around. Meanwhile, free 
schools also provided an 
environment for testing a whole 
range of ideas about learning. As 
the disciples of John Dewey had 
attacked and eventually 
subverted conservative 
education, the free schools 
challenged Dewey’s liberal 
model of social integration, 
balanced curriculum, and 
“objectivity’’ toward social 
problems. Like the Deweyites, 
the free schoolers in some ways 
met more “success” than they 
expected. Today almost every 
school system has seminars and 
workshops, teacher’s guides and 
handbooks on the ‘‘new 
education,” on “‘de-schooling” a 
la Illich, on “open classrooms” 
and “alternatives within the 
public schools.” 

But what has happened to the 
Free High Schools themselves? 
In reviewing the movie Love 
Story a few years ago, Time 
magazine gave the word that the 
“movement” and the rest of the 
radical nonsense was henceforth 
out and good old fashioned 
American romance was in. As 
the multi-million dollar Nixon 
express roared across the land, a 
lot of people, even a lot of 
exhausted “movement” people 
began to believe it. Every one of 
the “parallel institutions” 
suffered: runaway houses, the 
underground press, the food 
coops, and the free high schools. 
As in the other cases, free 
schools either joined the 
establishment, went under, or 
kept quiet. 

Last December, Herbert 
Kohl, himself a free school 
veteran, wrote in the New York 
Review that independent free 
schools had played themselves 
out. That same month, Boston’s 
Kim Marshall, a reformer at 
Martin Luther King School, told 


Jonathan Kozol in a Globe 


article to give up his “more 
radical-than-thou” campaign to 
save free schools and join the 
public school effort. Marshall 
predicted what happened 
subsequently to Harlem Prep, 
one of the free high schools 
supported by Kozol. It ceased as 
an independent school and 
became part of the public 
system. Kozol and others tried 
vainly to save Harlem Prep, 
raising $50,000 since 
Thanksgiving ($25,000 in 
Boston alone). The money went 
to it and to other free schools 
including Roxbury’s Highland 
Park, and elementary school. 
The money was too little too late 
for Harlem Prep. 

There is a strong trend toward 
joining the establishment for 
free school activisits. Most of the 
Boston area cities now have 
“alternative schools’ designed 
for a few of their own students. 
The public schools underwent a 
near-siege in some places from 
dissenting, disgruntled 


students, and to isolate those 
whose intelligence threatened 
the regular teachers and 
administrators, school systems 
created islands of limited 
freedom. Boston has ‘‘the 
Flexible Campus Program,” 
Watertown has Homebase, 
Newton has Murray Road 
School, Cambridge has Pilot 
(housed at Rindge Tech), and 
Cambridge and Brookline in an 
odd combination share 
C.1.T.Y. (Community 
Interaction Through Youth). 
Students in most of these 
programs must meet 
requirements in the regular 
schools — some must even take 
regular English and other 
required subjects and visit 
guidance counsellors. Only 
Pilot, Homebase and Murray 
Road can be called schools at 
all. The rest are resource and 
counselling centers from which 
students go out to a variety of 
classes. The experiences range 
from an apprenticeship in a 
bank to a Russian language 
course at Harvard. 


reforms become perverted 
within a “public” (read “state’’) 
context. The “open classroom” 
is an example. What was 
intended to be a way of 
stretching the learning 
environment to include the 
outside world has become a 
useful tool for profit-hungry 
business in a time of recession. 
Students are exploited as cheap 
labor and propagandized on 
‘good work habits”’. 
Fortunately, not all the 
alternatives went “public”. The 
free high schools that are around 
are hard to find. Some of the low 
visibility is deliberate. In a 
society where independent 
ventures are condemned by 
either success or failure, such 
enterprises learn to be quiet. 
The invisibility has other 
reasons too. The schools have no 
money for outreach, and they do 
not exist anymore in the context 
of a free schools movement. 
Teachers, students and parents 
at each school have little contact 


_with or knowledge of the other 


schools.

alternatives. Within reach of the 
MBTA there are at least 5 
independent alternative schools 
for high-school-age people. This 
does not include the special 
schools and programs set up for 
so-called “problem” students, 
most of whom have no 
alternative at all in the real 
sense. 

Here is a quick survey of the 
five alternative high schools we 
found in and near Boston. 

1. The Warehouse Cooperative 
School (tel. 427-1112) is actually 
in a warehouse on the Roxbury- 
Dorchester line in Boston. A few 
of the eighty or more students 
walk to school, but most come 
from Beacon Hill, Jamaica 
Plain, Watertown, Somerville, 
Quincy and other places. 
Warehouse is not a “high” 
school since age gradation does 
not exist. Children from five to 
eighteen mingle in open and 
closed classes. About thirty of 
the students are junior-high and 
high-school age. The co- 
directors, Darlene and Knowles 
Dougherty, spawned the schoo 


the Warehouse School. 


reason or another, do not like or 
do not fit in public schools. 
Warehouse insists that students 
bring some motivation with 
them. The school seeks more 
students even in mid-semester. 


2. The Group School (tel. 491- 
4884) is in the University 
Lutheran Church near Harvard 
Square, Cambridge. There are 
about fifty high-school age 
students plus some who have 
graduated, and twelve full-time 
adult staff. Some students are 
also part-time staff. The Group 
School is the main project of 
The Group, Inc., which began 
when a group of North 
Cambridge teenagers and a 
youth worker decided to start a 
school three years ago. Most 
students are from North and 
East Cambridge. All must be 
Cambridge residents or from 
Cambridge families. There is a 
strong solidarity with working 
people, but there is no class 
orientation in the political 
sense. Co-directors Neil 
Didriksen and David Kelston 
are more functional than power 


Erna Ballentine, director of 
C.LT.Y., is a good example of 
the energetic, intelligent people 
who work in these public 
alternatives. She says, ‘‘Let 
those people in the small private 
free schools try working within 
the public schools for a change. 
This is where change will 
happen. This is where 95 percent 
of the students are. It’s harder, 
but when change comes here it is 
more significant.’”’ She believes 
change has occurred for the 90 
students at C.1.T.Y. and that 
C.I.T.Y. itself is changing public 
education in Cambridge. 


I. can’t agree. Undoubtedly 
there are students being served 
by the public alternatives who 
would otherwise be uptight, 
angry and bored. But I have seen 
no evidence that what they get 
in the “alternatives” is more 
than a pacification. I do not see 
one shred of evidence for 
purposeful, progressive change 
in the public schools. So long as 
the public schools are based on 
the political realities of 
economic and racial oppression 
and their purpose remains 
“‘making good Americans,” 
there is no room in them for 
controversy, basic change, or 
authentic freedom of thought 
and action. 


Generally, the public 
alternatives drift. Their 
catalogues and resources jump 
all over the map but are careful 
never to go anywhere. I saw and 
heard a lot about change, but 
not once was it clear what kind 
of change. Worse, educational 


Last fall, my 15-year-old 
cousin Kenny Reeves and I went 
looking for a free high school. 
We met widespread pessimism. 
The “free school switchboard” 
that had been in Dorchester had 
vanished. The People’s Yellow 
Pages had helpful listings, but 
many were out-of-date. The first 
school we found listed there was 
the Cambridge Community 
High School. Kenny and I 
talked with Lunn Danker and 
Phil O’Neal, two of the 
organizers and teachers. We 
went to two meetings and met 
one former student. At most, ten 
students were interested in 
keeping CCHS alive. The school 
died this fall, as many free high 
schools have recently. Phil 
commented, “It died a very 
natural death. We all have 
positive feelings about it. It grew 
up around a group of students. 
They outgrew the need for a 
school at all. They are now 
independent enough to learn on 
their own.”’ When I asked him 
why CCHS did not seek more 
students, Phil said, ‘““That would 
be like starting all over.” There 
isn’t enough energy for that. 
Many of the students that might 
have found their way to CCHS 
have been channelled into Pilot 

Lynn and Phil gave us 
suggestions about other free 
schools, but they knew very 
little about them. One of them 
was the Warehouse Cooperative 
School where Kenny became a 
student and I a volunteer 
teacher. While looking, we found 
several healthy and creative 


with fellow parents four years 
ago. The parents run the school 
through a lively cooperative, 
with staff having votes as well. 
Students have no formal role, 
but many participate actively at 
cooperative meetings. There are 
eight full-time staff and many 
parents teach too. Each student 
builds her own individualized 
education. Smaller children are 
kept track of, but even they have 
freedom of choice in everything. 
There are no requirements. 


‘Learning is often by project, as 


in the recent building of a hang- 
glider which they exhibited at 
the Science Museum. Students 
who want college have gone to 
Harvard, U. Mass., and 
elsewhere. Many students look 
for other lives than college after 
Warehouse and they are 
encouraged. Most Warehouse 
teachers feel that projects and 
relationships are more 
important than course content. 
One specialty is art. Parent- 
teacher Noboru Matsu believes 
Warehouse is ‘becoming the 
best art school for children in 
Boston.” 

Since the school is a 
cooperative, it is financed 
mostly by the families involved. 
Tuition is tailored to ability to 
pay. The lowest right now is 
$400 per year, the highest 
$2,500. Warehouse purposely 
has many families from the 
lower end of the scale, but 
reflects the general economic 
make-up of the Boston area, 
including all levels from welfare 
to wealth. Warehouse is 
designed for those who, for one 


figures. The Group School’s 
unique feature is that it involves 
every member of that Group in 
decisions on a day-to-day basis. 
‘‘Power is definitely shared. 
Everything happens by 
committee,” says Adria Reich, a 
teacher. Much of the learning 
that goes on does so in a variety 
of committees and meetings. 
Facilities are somewhat sparse, 
but I felt an intense excitement 
in the building each time I went 
there. Classes are more 
structured than at Warehouse. 
Students are required to attend 
at least 50 percent of the time. 
There are set requirements for 
graduation. It is important that 
the students themselves set up 
these structures. The 
curriculum shows a definite 
though broad philosophy and 
direction. It provides variety 
from typing and clerical skills to 
“Breaking and Entering’ (a 
course in identity for working 
class teenagers) and ‘Growing 
Up Female’’. Many courses 
involve students in the 
community. Funds come from 
federal and state sources, often 
for services other than the school 
such as job training and 
counselling. Funding is a 
problem, but The Group School 
is solving it and looking for 
slightly more students next year. 


3. Full Cirele School (tel. 623- 
8812) is in East Somerville and 
all of its 33 high school students 
are from Somerville. There are 
six full-time adult staff and 
several volunteers. It has a

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BOSTON STATE 


The trustees for this state's 
college system did something 
clever last week: they held their 
last meeting of the school year 
out in Framingham and thus cut 
down the size of a planned 
student demonstration. 

Students at Boston State 
College have been protesting the 
firing of history professor Henry 
Allen all year (see ‘Boston 
State Takeover,” Phoenix, Oct. 
23), and they’ve now formed a 
coalition of 11 campus groups to 
fight for Allen’s retention and 
other demands. 

They want more black, 
Spanish-speaking and women 
faculty in full-time positions, a 
cutback in a proposed tuition 
increase, the retention of the 
evening college, and more Afro- 
American studies courses as part 
of the general requirements. 

A spokesperson for the state 
system said the meeting was 
moved from Boston to 


Framingham for ‘‘budget 
reasons.” 
PLAZA ORPHAN? 


Now that the Park Plaza 
project has finally gotten the go- 
ahead from the state, the project 
is headed into still another 
confusing arena: the courts. 

And the first legal round has 
gone to Plaza developer 
Mortimer Zuckerman. 

Suffolk Superior Court Judge 
John McNaught has ruled that a 
case brought against the city 
and its redevelopment authority 
by 10 Plaza opponents should be 
consolidated with two other anti- 
Plaza suits. 

The suit, brought by lawyer 
James Ryan, charges that the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) has failed to 
meet conditions attached to the 
city council’s 1971 approval of 
the Plaza, including property 
appraisals in the ‘‘Combat 
Zone’”’ part of the project. 

The case was consolidated 
with other Plaza suits at the 
request of developer 
Zuckerman, who was allowed to 
intervene. 

‘“‘Zuckerman gets himself 
involved in every lawsuit,” said 
attorney Ryan last week, ‘“‘and 
then says he’s being harassed by 


- them.” 


“That,” said Ryan, “is like. 
someone who’s been arrested for 
murdering his parents and then 
begs for mercy for being an 
orphan.” 


GREEK PROTEST 


April 21 marks the beginning 
of the eighth year of military 
rule in Greece. To protest 
America’s involvement 
particularly in Greece, but also 
imperialism in other countries, 
Greek students are organizing a 
demonstration in Washington, 
D.C., Sunday, April 21, at 
Lafayette Park (right across 
from the White House) starting 
at 12 noon. 
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“I Have Chosen to Stay and Fight.” 


Groups from Boston, New 
York, New Haven, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Montreal, Ithaca 
and Princeton have pledged 
support. Also participating are 
organizations of Iranian and 
Ethiopian students, and several 
groups against fascism in Chile. 

The Action Group for Greece 
of Cambridge is helping to 
coordinate the demonstration. 
Any groups or individuals who 
would like to express their 
support, or want more details, 
should call 354-4301. Bus 
transportation can be arranged 
if necessary. 

To continue the protest the 
following weekend, a group of 
Greek students and their 
American friends will go on a 48- 
hour hunger strike in front of the 
Greek Consulate in Boston (31 
St. James Ave.). 


PILL FOR MEN? 


Scientists with the Population 
Council’s international 
committee for contraception 
research believe they are close to 
perfecting birth control pills for 
men. 

The organization, working 
under a grant from the Ford 
Foundation, is already testing 
the male birth control method 
on volunteers in Sweden, Brazil 
and Austria. 

The batsis of the theory is to 
give men periodic doses of two 


normones which, when 
combined in the body, make 
them temporarily sterile. The 
two hormones used are 
‘*testosterone’’ and 
“progestogen”. 

In current studies, the 
testosterone is contained in a 
time-release capsule implanted 
under the skin. The progestogen 
is then given in pill form — 
although it can also be given by 
implants or by injection. 

The investigators report that 
the method appears to work, 
with no apparent side effects. 
The only thing they don’t know 
yet is if there will be any long- 
term drawbacks. 


GAY ADVERTISING 


The first public gay 
advertising campaign in 
Boston’s history will soon catch 
the attention of the patrons of 
the MBTA’s red and green lines. 
The campaign, created by Gay 
Media Action and sponsored by 
the Charles St. Universalist 
Church, will consist of a series of 
three ads, each of which will run 
for one month. 

The purpose of the ads, 
according to Tom Morganti, 
organizer of the project, is to 
alleviate the “invisibility” of the 
gay community. ‘‘We are 
working, living and loving in a 
straight environment that often 
denies our existence. But we do 
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exist, and gay advertising is one 
way in which we can make the 
rest of society aware of us and 
strengthen our beliefs in our own 
lifestyles.” 

Bernie Toale, another 
member of the group that 
created the ads, explained that 
the lavender rhino which is the 
visual image of each poster, was 
chosen because of its humorous 
quality and also because, “It isa 
much maligned and 
misunderstood animal and in 
actuality is a gentle and peace 
loving creature — but don’t cross 
him! The color lavender, a 
mixture of pink and blue, 
expresses the merger of the 
feminine and masculine 
qualities into one, the human 
quality.”

WOUNDED KNEE 

Several top Justice 
Department officials have been 
subpoenaed to St. Paul, 
Minnesota, to testify about 
possible government 
misconduct in its handling of 
the Wounded Knee 
investigation. 

Subpoenaed to testify in the 
trial of Indian leaders Russell 
Means and Dennis Banks are 
assistant attorney general Henry 
Petersen and former FBI 
assistant director W. Mark Felt. 

The Washington officials were 


_ subpoenaed by Judge Fred 


Nichol after the Means-Banks 
defense team presented several 
government documents 
indicating that illegal wiretaps 
were used by the government 
against the Indian protesters. 
The government documents 
indicate that the Justice 
Department and the FBI were 
seriously concerned at the time 


_ of the Wounded Knee take-over 
‘that the FBI had been using 


illegal wiretaps to gather 
evidence. 

In one memo written by the 
FBI to assistant attorney general 
Henry Petersen, Bureau leaders 
admitted that they were worried 
about possible illegal spying 
activities being carried on by 
FBI agents at Wounded Knee. 

Judge Nichol has stated that 
he might later issue subpoenas 
for both Attorney General 
William Saxbe and FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley. 

The Wounded Knee trial has 
been suspended for the past two 
weeks while the court reviews 
evidence relating to government 
misconduct. The judge has 
stated he might be forced to 
dismiss all charges against 
Banks, Means and perhaps the 
130 other Wounded Knee 
defendants. 
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Giving the Deep Six Boston’s Fish Pier

In its 60 years, the pier has 
survived the Pope, hung tough 
with the Russians and co-existed 
with a nation of beef-eaters. It 
fought against non-support 
when fish and Friday were 
divorced, and now the business 
prognosis is good, the dealers 
say, if the foreign fleets lay off 
the spawning grounds awhile. 
But, as anyone in East Boston 
will tell you — and they are 
churchgoers the 
Massachusetts Port Authority 
would hardly recognize even the 
Pope as a rival in power. Not 
content with the airport and 
Mystic Bridge, Massport has set 
its sights on schrod itself. It 
wants to tear down Fish Pier. 


You’ve probably seen the pier 
even if you didn’t know its 
name. It lies between Jimmy’s 
Harborside and Pier Four on the 
Northern Avenue restaurant 
goldcoast and supplies both 
much of their menu. It houses 
the famous No-Name, the 
premier chowdery tucked under 
one of the pier’s massive stone 
arches, the place everyone 
thinks they’ve discovered and 
which Dave Cowens likes to 
patronize. This is for fish, what 
Omaha is for steak. From the 
Fish Pier’s wholesale portals, 
fillets leave for all points. 


The fish story has not, of 
course, been a prosperous one of 
late. Where once four million 
pounds a day were lifted from 
trawler and dragger on to the 
pier, now a mere 100,000 pounds 
arrive. Still, the auction gong 
sounds each morning at 7:15 in 
the decayed but elegant New 
England Fish Exchange, with its 
marble gargoyles and honor roli 
plaque of past captains and 
traders. The haddock and cod 
catch goes up on the blackboard, 
the bids come in, the fishermen 


unload after two weeks out, and . 


the dealers begin the cleaning. 
It’s as much Boston as the 
Common, a ritual as old as the 
city. 

The Massachusetts Port 
Authority is not known for 
sentimentality. It is government 
as corporation, paying no taxes 
and making big profits. Its 
Executive Director Edward 
King is frequently rumored to be 
running for Governor on a pro- 
business platform — he'd no 
more fit eating chowder at the 
No Name than he'd take a train. 
The Port Authority looks at Fish 
Pier and sees real estate. 
valuable real estate. Like all the 
port, the pier is controlled by 
Massport and it can do almost 


anything it wants with it, as long 
as the board of directors 
approves, as it usually does. 


The Word is Progress 

In the case of Fish Pier, 
Massport envisions, as always, 
progress: instead of smelly old 
fishmongers, a gleaming high- 
rise luxury hotel, a “world trade 
center’ (read: convention 
center), a yacht marina and a 
ferry across the harbor to the 
airport for those who'd patronize 
this new Fish Pier. A week ago 
Saturday, Massport showed 


center.” 

Robert Dunn doesn’t much 
care for Massport and he doesn’t 
much want to move. Dunn is the 
president of the New England 
Fish Exchange. His father used 
to be president. So did his 
grandfather. 


“I'd just as soon stay here and 
have this place fixed up,” says 
Dunn. “This is a historic spot. 
It’s the oldest place of its kind in 
the country — in fact, it’s the 
only fish exchange in the 
country. It wouldn’t take nearly 


just interested in 
producin’ good seafood,” says 
Frank Shinney in a thick 
brogue. On Fish Pier since 1935, 
Shinney is the president of the 
Boston Fisheries Association. 


“Tl see what they have to 
offer,’’ he says of Massport. “If 
they give us good new facilities 
— which the fishing industry 
needs — I'll be glad to move. If 
we can get a new place and still 
pay rents we can afford — I don’t 
give a shit what they do with 
this place.”

been on the docks since the 
fishing industry began in Boston 
on the old T-Wharf (near what’s 
now the Aquarium) would be 
forced out. In fact, even if they 
decide that they don’t like the 
Massport plan, they could be 
forced out. They have no leases. 
They are tenants-at-will and 
Massport is the landlord. 


But even if every fish dealer 
gets shining new quarters, there 
are questions to be asked about 
the Massport plans. Is it right 
for a government superagency, 


some of the 30-odd Fish Pier 
dealers around the old Boston 
Army Base, farther out into the 
harbor, where, on the site of 
what is now a vacant warehouse. 
it hopes to relocate the Fish Pier 
operations and has promised 
new facilities to sweeten the 
deal. Thus far, Massport has 
spent $75,000 to study the 
possibilities of moving the Fish 
Pier tenants. 

Nothing is definite yet,” savs 
Massport’s Paul May. “But. 
yes, we’re studying the 
teasibilitv of the Army Base site. 
and yes, we’re thinking along 
the lines of a motel and trade 


as much to put this place in 
condition as to build a whole 
new place and move 
everybody.” 

“This is Boston,’’ says Dunn. 
“The fishing industry is what 
started the city. Not hotels. We 
get groups come here from all 
over the country.” 

As might be expected, the 
Massport promise of new 
facilities is attractive to some 
fish dealers, whose present 
quarters have rotted from long 
neglect coupled with the force of 
harbor wind and spray. The 
imposing old style high ceilings 
are cracked with age. 


Relocation has never been one 
of Massport’s strong points. The 
Authority moved quickly when 
it built new airport runways, but 
the residents of East Boston’s 
Neptune Road, whose living 
rooms overlook the runways. 
have awaited money for new 
homes for years. Robert Dunn 
doubts strongly that any new 
fish facility could offer rents at 
the same levels as Fish Pier. 

“Construction costs are too 
high today,” says Dunn. What 
might occur, he feels, is new 
quarters for some of the larger 
dealers who could afford new 
rents. Small fish traders, who've 


with neither staff nor directors 
elected, to make a decision that 
bears so much on the identity of 
the city? Is it right for the 
Authority to turn the harbor 
into the domain of the 
businessmen and the runway? 

Last year, Massport tore down 
an old refrigeration plant on 
Fish Pier. It hired a contractor 
and the wrecker’s ball came out. 

“They banged and they 
banged at that old thing,” 
recalls Bob Dunn a little 
wistfully. “But it was built solid. 
The wrecker lost a million bucks 
knockin’ down, it took him sc 
long. {t just wouldn’t fall.” 


The Urban Eve 
Restaurant 14: Chelsea’s Finest

The unwritten menu includes 
brocolli for bre. kfast, with 
tomatoes on the side, or a 
mushroom-diesel omelette with 
melon, in season. And nowhere 
else in town can you more 
accurately determine what’s in 
season. The place is Restaurant 
14 which — its name 
notwithstanding — is one of a 
kind: the public kitchen of the 
New England Produce Center, 
commonly known as the Chelsea 
market, the wholesale fruit and 
vegetable center for northern 
New England. It’s no place for 
vegetarians, however. This 
eatery in the fourteenth truck 
bay of the mammoth center 
serves up tomatoes, brocolli et. 
al. only in conversation about 
supply and price. The early bird 
cuisine is strictly short-order 
and hash brown. The decor is 
fluorescent and formica, with a 
touch of styrofoam. 


But those who choose 
restaurants by subculture as 
much as menu will revel in the 


“14.” This is the world where 
men are men — except for the 
food co-op women — and reefers 
are refrigerator trucks. It’s 
undoubtedly the busiest place in 
town between 4 a.m. (when it 
opens) and 5 a.m., known in the 
trade as the stevedore hour, that 
time when those who will labor 
by day with the two-wheel cart 
and towmotor ready themselves 
to send celery to supermarket 
cellophane. Their places are 
later taken at the 14 by the 
truckers, who bring in their 
varied accents with the Prince 
Edward Island potatoes, Texas 
melons and California 
avocadoes. 

By six, food co-op buyers with 
the faces of the well-fed join a 
scattering of Italian produce 
distributors from neighboring 
bays to fill the place. It must be 
the largest audience in one place 
for the 6 a.m. TV news. By noon, 
it’s mostly empty. 

The cultural cuisine is not 
recounted to imply that it 
compensates for poor cooking. 


Actually, the 14 offers a high- 
quality farmer’s special, that 
plateful of eggs, sausage/bacon, 
home-fried potatoes and toast 
made famous by the late, 
lamented Mondo’s, which urban 
renewal has relegated to bad 
times behind South Station. 
The entire special is only $1.25. 
with an 89-cent version for the 
cholesterol-conscious who want 


_ but one egg. The potatoes — the 


real test — are well-spiced and 
just crisp enough. Pastries and 
muffins are fresh and plump. 
One could anly wish that coffee 
refills came free. 


There are special types of 


people who savor the found-time 
of early restaurant breakfast: 
the hungover, the politician, the 
newspaper reporter — categories 
which are by no means all- 
encompassing nor mutually 
exclusive. Restaurant 14 should 
satisfy them all, though. If you 
go, take the Mystic Bridge to the 
Chelsea exit and follow the signs 
for New England Produce 
Center.

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Heads and Tales 


Let’s Hear It for 1968 
And Curtis LeMay!

If I see one more movie featuring a 
soundtrack with Chubby Checker and 
the Chiffons, I’m going to single- 
handedly call up the ghost of John Foster 
Dulles. Now that’s where those too-much 
lamented 50’s were really at. All this soup- 
brained nostalgia drives me nuts. Let’s 
face it. Chuck Berry, in his time, was only 
a glorious sideshow; entertainment for 
the kiddies. For our generation, kiddies of 
the 50’s, such nostalgia is little more than 
a tail-finned womb dive. If we must 
romanticize the past, let it be an age, at 
least, that we helped to shape. Let it be a 
time of pride as well as drivel. Let there 
be memories of real dreams and real 
deeds. Let’s hear it for 1968. 

Now let’s not kid ourselves. Let’s not 
make the sloppy, self-indulgent error of 
thinking we never really left it behind, 
that 1968 was pretty much last year or 
the year before or maybe just one of a 
series of continuous family-related years. 
1968, we should realize by now, is dead 
and gone. The year of Mark Rudd and 
Cyrus Vance, of Curtis LeMay (no, he 
wasn’t the lead singer of the Impressions) 
and The Naked Ape, of Huey Newton and 
The Resistance, of William Manchester, 
Quicksilver Messenger Service and 
(thankfully) S.I. Hayakawa can already 
be seen from a distance. 

One thing about the vanished year 
1968. It had definition. Enough happened 
in those 12 months to fill a decade. A 
president was elected, for instance. But 
this only after the incumbent had 
resigned, two major public figures had 
been murdered, and a Convention 
convened with thousands of citizens in 
pitched battle with the army and the 
local police. All the while, there were 
bombs dropping in Indochina, Russian 
tanks rumbling through Czechoslovakia, 
France on the verge of revolution. 

In one sense, the best thing about 1968 
was the sudden, season-synchronous, 
flush of hope. It came with the spring, out 
of snow-bound New Hampshire, where 
McCarthy, given up for dead, suddenly 
began to turn it all around. The hope 
grew some weeks later when Johnson 
withdrew. With Kennedy and McCarthy 
now the two pre-eminent campaigners, it 
looked at last like Amerika (as it was 
then known) might be saved. But then 
King was shot in Memphis. Kennedy 
exposing himself dramatically to wild 
crowds, survived Indiana and Nebraska. 
But in June, in California, the hope of 
spring was suddenly destroyed; the fruits 
of summer would be rotten by harvest. 
Only the turgid, inflated Humphrey had 
survived. In fall, as the year died, we 
found the land once again despoiled. A 
man for the past, of alien spirit and 
design, had prevailed. The winter of 1968 
was the death of our springtime hope. 

Still, for all their obvious importance, 
the politics of 1968 were only background. 
It was in crowded city apartments, in the 
streets, in country communes, on the 
road, and in the daily life of university 
dorms, that a subtler, perhaps more 
enduring sort of history was being made. 

The real. distinctions of 1968 require 
new historical categories; they will not be 
found in the annals of the presidential 
campaign, or even in the Chicago street 
wars. As a devoted student of 
unrecorded, generally neglected, 
phenomena, the Crow has arrived at 
certain independent conclusions 
regarding the true historic import of 1968.

Moreover, subtle historians will one 
day record that: 

— 1968 boasts the highest per capita 
intercourse rate in American history 
(edging out 1969). 

— The highest number of mysterious 
air-to-earth plunges (equally 1929). 

— The highest attrition rate for virgins 
of all sexes and persuasions (surpassing 
the Plague year of 1353). 

— The largest number of intersexual 
relationships begun, and destined to end 
in separation (nosing out 1973). 

— And, not insignificantly, the largest 
number of $1 bills set on fire. 

1968, like any year, had its celebrities. 
Some of them (Richard Nixon is an 
unfortunate example) are still with us. 
But what, for instance, happened to 
Danny the Red? And where is Dan 
Osinski? And Alexander Dubcek? 
Whatever became of Grayson Kirk? Or, 
for that matter, of Arland Christ-Janer? 
And Svetlana Stalin, Abe Fortas, 
Staughton Lynd, William Sloane Coffin? 
And try this one. Where is Lord Harlech 
now? 

Mini-skirts, incidentally, seem to have 
vanished. Remember the Negative 
Income Tax? And while we’re at it. 
Whatever happened to “Negroes?” 

Clearly, we are dealing with a 
disappeared era. 

Did you ever attempt this simple 
statistical comparison? What was the 
percentage of times, in 1968, that you 
walked into a friend’s (or stranger’s) 
house only to find everyone sitting 
around, getting stoned? How often has 
this happened to you in 1974? 

Now the Crow, ever the one for villains, 
heroes and rogues, thought hard before 
submitting his nomination for 1968’s 
Person of the Year. There were certain 
obvious candidates: McCarthy, Dubcek, 
Leary and Spock, among others. But for a 
single moment of inspired gall no one, it 
seems, can match the man who 
challenged the leading villain of the 
piece. It was Dick Gregory, during the 
Chicago Wars, who proved the equal of 
Richard Daley. 

I remember the day well. Thousands of 
us huddled in Lincoln Park. Already, we 
had been gassed and clubbed. Fat cops 
sat in unmarked cars, ready to leap out 
and chase us into dead-end alleys. 
Helicopters droning overhead insured our 
future in the emerging National Data 
Bank. Chicago, a city expert in the 
conversion of life to beef, had served us 
notice. An arsenal of rifles, bayonets and 
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Space Odyssey’’?

The SLA: Perverting the Revolutionary Vision

A couple of weeks ago on 
WBCN’s Women’s Show a 
statement was read that had 
been sent to the station by 
women identifying themselves 
as “a group of Boston area 
socialist feminists.”” The gist of 
the statement is that feminists 
should support the activities of 
the Symbionese Liberation 
Army — including (though they 
mildly reproach the SLA on this 
score) the kidnapping of Patricia 
Hearst — the motives of which 
feminists “‘must approve.” 

It would not have occurred to 
me before reading it to try and 
formulate a feminist analysis of 
the Hearst kidnapping: the 
horror of women joining with 
men, under the leadership of a 
male messiah, in the terrorizing 
of another woman seemed too 
self-evident to demand further 
feminist exploration. I had 
assumed that, as in the case of 
rape victims, movement women 
would automatically rally to the 
support of a victimized sister 
and see the kidnapping as yet 
another example of the 
patriarchal oppression we have 
come to expect from the malé 
left — not “understand” and 
condone it on the basis of 
“tactical reasons.” And so the 
statement of the Boston socialist 
feminist group comes as an ugly 
shock. I don’t know how many 
women the statement represents 
or how many others will agree 


with it, but it seems necessary 
now to explore beyond an initial 
gut response the SLA 
phenomenon as it relates to 
women and the women’s 
movement. 

I think it is reasonable to 
assume that the core necessity of 
our movement is to help women 
identify ourselves as a people. It 
is always an effective 
patriarchal tactic to put 


members of an oppressed group 
against each other, but it is 
perhaps most effective in the 
case of women, whose unique 
form of oppression has given us 
no ghetto, no space in which we 
could group together and evolve 
the sense of a united people so 
necessary to begin a common 
struggle together. We have 
always been used against each 
other: wives and daughters of 


rich men against wives and 
daughters of poor men; white 
women against balck women. 
We have always been taught to 
identify with the men who 
controlled us rather than with 
each other, to see the bits of 
privilege they have allowed us as 
power. It is central to the task of 
the women’s movement to break 
down this identification: hence 
the term ‘woman-identified

woman,’’ whose meaning 
includes wai is not confined to 
lesbianism, and embraces the 
struggle of all women who see 
themselves united against the 
patriarchy. Any act of terrorism 
by one woman against another, 
no matter how “revolutionary” 
its context, is thus an act of 
collaboration with the primary 
male power structure. 

Another highly important 
aspect of the women’s 
movement — particularly at the 
current stage of our evolution, 
which followed on the heels of a 
rapidly disintegrating New Left 
— is the fact that we have 
demanded personal change as 
an integral part of any effective 
revolutionary effort. We have 
demanded nothing less than an 
end to the schizophrenic notion 
that a politically moral 
structure can be created without 
a simultaneous and inseperable 
commitment to personal 
morality. Certainly a 
component of such 
personal/political morality must 
be a horror at the victimization 
of innocent people as a means to 
any end, no matter how 
revolutionary it may be (I am 
especially upset by the Hearst 
kidnapping because its victim is 
a woman — one of my people — 
but there could hardly be much 
better justification in the 
kidnapping of a capitalist’s son).

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Smoke and Fury the Rent Control Hearing

True to form, much of the 
media all but completely 
ignored the rather uninteresting 
issues and statistics presented at 
Wednesday’s marathon State 
House hearing on rent control, 
concentrating instead on thinly- 
veiled attacks against the 
tenants and tenant organizers 
who dominated the hearing for 
being loud, rude, coarse, and, 
well, generally over- 
enthusiastic. 

Radio and TV reports on the 
hearing in particular dealt 
almost exclusively with the 
sizzle, while ignoring the steak. 
It was “the most unruly hearing 
ever held” at the State House, 
one report said, while another 
accused the pro-rent control 
forces of “making their own 
rules’’ and shouting down 
opposition speakers. 

The crowd was loud and 
unruly and (a fact not stressed 
in most reports) also impressive 
in its size — about 1500 tenants 
from throughout the state 
showed up, despite the freak 
spring snowstorm and the fact 
that most were working people. 
effectively disproving the claim 
made earlier by Richard 
Frankovich of the Rental 
Housing Association that 
“tenants are not as organized or 
as outraged as they were in the 
late sixties.” 

Landlords and their 
spokesman at the hearing, on 
the other hand, numbered less 
than two dozen, even though the 
RHA had urged its 1500 
members (mostly within the 
Boston area) to turn out. Those 
who did speak were generally 
the more presentable — none of 
the troublesome and notorious 
slumlords and rent gougers 
showed their faces. 

There have, surely, been mobs 


at the State House in the past 
that were more unruly — I recall 
plenty of shoving matches, 
shouted obscenities, and even 
arrests at welfare and racial 
imbalance gatherings. But it is

But John Grace, Boston's 
Rent Administrator, sought 
rather to explain the high level 
of emotionalism. He said that 
Chapter 842, the state rent 
control statute that is due to 
expire next April unless the 
legislature moves to renew it, “‘is 
a fundamental document of 
tenant rights. That’s why people 
have spoken so belligerently 
today. They don’t want thosc 
rights taken away — they feel 
they are almost constitutional 
rights.” 


Once the testimony began, 
rent control advocates lined up 
and filibustered without pause 
for an exhaustive eight straight 
hours, while landlords sat and 
fumed. The basic and 
persuasive arguments that rent 
control must continue if working 
people, who suffered 
tremendous price hikes in 
everything else they need to 
exist, are to afford decent 
housing also, were repeated 
again and again. 


But the Local Affairs 
Committee also heard a litany of 
horror. stories about 


deteriorating and unsanitary 
buildings and harrassing 
landlords in both rent controlled 
and non-rent controlled 
communities, indicating that 
the rent control statue, at least 
as presently constituted, is 
neither the cause nor the cure of 
most of these ills.

It seems unlikely, based on 
the strong tenant showing, that 
the legislature would dare to 
actively repeal the law, although 
any further delay in extending it 
only increases the danger that 
an impasse could allow it to 
expire of its own accord next 
year. 


The real concern, though, is 
whether the Local Affairs 
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boisterous crowd at the hearing, 
the committee shows evidence of 
being intimidated by the whole 
idea of tampering with such a 
volatile issue in an election year. 

Instead, some committee 
members reportedly want to 
throw the whole mess into a 
study committee, a move that 
rent control advocates see as a 
pointless delaying tactic. The 
issue has been studied to death, 
they point out, and the rent 
control statute was originally 
enacted as a social experiment, 
the results of which present 
persuasive evidence that 
controls should be made 
permament. 

Landlords disagree, of course, 
and some of the smaller property 
owners present justified 
complaints. Rose Ford, the 
owner of one building in 
Brookline which, she said, has 
had the same tenants for the 
past 25 years, is obviously not 
one of the money-grubbing fly- 
by-night rent gougers that need 
most desperately to be 
controlled. “My husband and I 
worked hard for our property,” 
she said. ‘‘No one gave it to us. 
The only fair way to control 
rents is to control all the 
landlord’s expenses as well.”’ 

There are bills before the 
committee to allow landlords to 
declare certain expenses and 
also to create looser guidelines 
on what should be a “fair net 
operating income.”’ But most of 
the landlords complaints (and 
many of the tenants’) seem to 
boil down poor 
administration of the law on the 
local level. 

Rather than repeal a law that. 
at very least, represents the 
tenant’s only means of 
protecting his newly-found 
rights, critics of the law should 
focus their attention on the more 
complex but crucial question of 
fair administration. The fact 
that more and more 
communities are working 
toward adoption of the rent 
statute is, in itself, proof of the 
need to keep it available for 
those that need and want it.

Perhaps in some instances 
terrorism is a justifiable tactic: 
the Attica prisoners; the 
shooting of a New York 
policeman several years ago in 
Harlem because he had been 
continually killing black youths 
and there was no other way to 
stop him. But surely if such 
tactics are to be used it is 
essential that, at the very least, 
they be used only against the 
oppressors themselves. (It is 
interesting here to note that the 
two major victims of the SLA to 
date have been a woman and a 
black.) 


Essential too in any justifiable 
act of terrorism is the 
consideration of its goal. The 
temporary feeding of the poor 
has a peculiar air of noblesse 
oblige about it: as WIN 
Magazine pointed out, “As a 
humanitarian gesture, it ranks 
with the Christmas turkeys the 
rich have traditionally given the 
poor to appease their 
consciences.”” Hearst’s money, 
or his willingness to part with it, 
has run out, and the welfare 
recipients are no better off than 
they were before — worse, 
perhaps, since the whole affair 
has fed the prejudices that are 
always rampant about welfare 
recipients anyway. It was 
perfectly sensible for them to 
take the food: it was there, and 
it would have been pointless to 
reject it. But it isn’t there now, 
and in terms of any concrete 
change in the lives of the people 
the SLA purports to be working 
for, the whole gesture has all the 
political relevance of Queen for a 
Day. No dent has been made in 
the capitalist structure; no 


change has been made in the 
conditions of the welfare 
recipients; and a leading 
capitalist has been turned into a 
figure of public sympathy — it is 
hard to hate Randolph Hearst 
right now. 


If there is a place for terrorist 
activity in American radicalism 
at this point in history, it is a 
limited place indeed. The 
“Boston Socialist Feminists” 
extol the SLA for being 
committed to “action’’ while the 
rest of us are enmeshed in 
“‘passive defeatism.’’ Look 
around the Boston area alone: 
from the Lesbian Therapy 
Research Project to the Indo- 
China Peace Campaign, there 
are dozens of radical 
organizations working to effect 
changes in the conditions of 
oppressed people on every level 
of their lives. The equation of 
activity with theatricality is a 
classically male device, and one 
the women’s movement has 
continually repudiated. (And 
the military rigamorole 
surrounding this particular bit 
of theatricality is both ludicrous 
and a classically male model.) 
The attraction of dramatic, 
romantic revolutionary gestures 
is understandable as a base for 
pleasant fantasy, but deeds of 
derring-do are not what we need 
now: this kind of Scarlet 
Pimpernel politics isn’t going to 
form the basis for any real 
changes. (Women, who have 
always been stuck with the 
shitwork of survival, know this: 
one of the reasons that we’ve 
always been so romantic about 
love is that we’ve had damn 
little chance to be romantic 
about anything else.) 


About five years ago, the 
women who had taken over Rat 
magazine in New York wrote an 
article that shocked and 
terrified me. Arab terrorists had 


hijacked an Israeli plane, freed 
the Gentile passengers, and 
forced the Jewish passengers of 
all nationalities to remain on 
board — including a pregnant 
woman who was forced to give 
birth on the plane. The article 
glided over both the sexism and 
the racism of the act and lauded 
it as a great work of revolution. 


It took awhile for me to realize 
that Rat’s attitude was not 
representative of movement 
thinking. But this new “Boston 
Socialist Feminist” statement is 
a discouraging reminder that 
that kind of reasoning does still 
exist among some women in the 
movement. . 

We are not going to make a 


revolution with cyanide bullets 
aimed at black men; with the 
kidnapping of a woman and the 
agony of her mother; with exotic 
name changes and dramatic 
symbols and pseudo-military 
games. Surely no feminist can 
truly support so tawdry a 
perversion of the revolutionary 
vision.

similar to The Group School. It 
was founded by former Vista 
workers last year, and is 
growing. It works with the 
Somerville school system but is 
independent. It receives federal 
funds through DARE, Inc. 
There is no tuition. The school 
does not have a carefully- 
planned decision-making 
process like The Group School.

4. Massachusetts Experimental 
School System (tel. 440-9680) is 
in Roxbury. Although quite a 
few of its 60 high-school-age 
students come from nearby, it is 
not a “neighborhood”’ school like 
Full Circle or The Group School. 
It is especially proud that it 
views “every child as educable”’ 
and that it encourages the 
widest possible contact between 
very different groups: ““We have 
no majorities here, but a variety 
of minorities.” There are seven 
full-time and 1/3 time paid staff 
who function as resource 
persons, helping students utilize 
the whole city for their 
education. There is required 
attendance at classes and 
meetings and there are some 
graduation requirements — in 
fact there are a number of 
required goals which must be 
reached for students to progress 
in the school from year to year. 


The unique element of M.E.S.S. 
is the extensive community 
created by the behavioral Group 
Dynamic Method of Tavestock 
which involves families and 
community as well as teachers 
and students. This method 
involves criticism and 
evaluation not only of learning 
but of the behavior of students, 
an evaluation that comes from 
the individual herself and from 
the whole community. The 


method has often been criticized . 


as quite authoritarian, yet it has 
had amazing results in 
motivating students to 
creativity and cooperation. 
Many students have had 
problems in the public schools 
and some are assigned by 
various state agencies, but there 
are many who excelled in public 
schools and seek a better 
education at M.E.S.S. M.E.S.S. 


has operated for three years 
under a federal grant which 
continues through 1975. There is 
no tuition and a small waiting 
list. Decisions begin with a 
board and functional 
committees made up equally of 
parents, students, teachers and 
community. These are 
responsible to the State Board of 
Education. M.E.S.S. has lower 
and middle schools as well. 


5. Palfrey Street School (tel. 926- 
1844) is one of the oldest 
“alternative high schools” in the 
country — eight years in 
Watertown. It also has one of the 
most developed and diverse 
programs. There are 80 students 
from every part of Boston, with 
three applicants per admission. 
Tuition is $2,200, increasing 
with living costs. About half the 


_ students’ parents pay full 


tuition. The others pay 
according to income, with the 
lowest $100 per year. Besides 
tuition, funding is from gifts 
from foundations and 
individuals. Edward Ryerson, 
director and founder, points out 
that all private schools are 
feeling the crunch of inflation. 
He feels confident that the 
Palfrey Street School will 
survive because it serves such a 
‘mixed group of families in such 
a variety of ways.’’ There is a 
full-time staff of seventeen plus 
nine others part-time. Palfrey 
offers rich variety. In fact, 
though Palfrey considers itself 
an alternative school, it differs 
little from the progressive 
private prep schools like 
Cambridge Friends. Students 
and faculty are required to 
attend all classes. Course 
description read like advanced 


“Gal 


college seminars: “*... read works 
of Chekhov, Turgenev, Gogol, 
Tolstoy, Dostoevsky, 
Slozhenitsyn. Three kinds ot 
writing assignments: personal, 
creative response to reading; one 
research paper; one analytical 
paper...” Specialties are the 
reading and writing center 
which is both remedial and 
exceptional; a cross-cultural 
anthropology program with field- 
trips; a biology research 
program which has produced 
published findings; a preschool 
in which the high school 
students work and learn child 
development. Decisions rest 
with a Board including students 
and parents and outside 
educators and business people, 
-ather like the traditional 
private school board. Students 
and teachers plan the 
curriculum and admit students. 
* 


All these alternative high 
schools have abandoned grades 
and the age class system, 
although Palfrey students get 
grades if they wish. Each of the 
schools encourages students to 
participate in some if not all 
decisions. All of them have 
curriculums which are richer 
and allow for more variety, 
dissent and social criticism than 
the public schools. All of them 
provide individualized learning 
in the context of community. 
They utilize teaching methods 
that encourage students to think 
for themselves and analyze 
material critically. All of them 
are conscious of the need to 
serve all people and to break 
down racism, sexism and 
economic oppression, although 
the different origins of the 
schools makes this harder for 
some, like Palfrey, and easier for 
others, like The Group School. 
In each of these ways I feel all 
five of these schools are ‘‘free”’ 
high schools, providing real 
alternatives.

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Looking for the Nixon-Swiss Bank Link

Bergman has _ been 
investigating organized crime in 
the United States for several 
years, and has been a consultant 
to Life magazine and other 
publications. 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
Senate Watergate Committee is 
investigating Cosmos, a Swiss 
bank suspected of being 
involved in the personal and 
campaign finances of President 
Nixon, Pacific News Service has 
learned. 

Committee investigators have 
questioned William G. Dillon, a 
Cosmos director and prominent 
New York attorney, and other 
Cosmos New York branch 
personnel, a Committee source 
has told Pacific News. 

Columnist Jack Anderson 
reported on March 20 that a 
joint congressional committee is 
also investigating the 
Preeident’s finances as well as 
looking for a Swiss connection. 

Extensive investigation by 
Pacific News has shown that 


Cosmos Bank has been involved 
in questionable financial 
operations in the U.S. and 
abroad since its founding in 
1959. 

Cosmos loaned money to a 
company which built a bridge 
linking Paradise Island, site ot 
Paradise Island Casino, to 
Nassau. It became a minority 
stockholder in the bridge 
company. The majority 
stockholder, James Crosby, is 
also chairman of the Board of 
Resorts, International (ownero t 
Paradise Island Casino), to 
which Bebe Rebozo and his Key 
Biscayne bank are reputedly 
linked through fund transfers. 
Crosby reportedly donated 
$300,000 to the 1968 Nixon 
election campaign. 

The security head of the 
Paradise bridge company. 
Seymour Alter — identified in 
the New York Times as a “bag 
man’ — has been seen after 
hours in Rebozo’s bank handling 
money in large denominations in 


a safety deposit box. Alter 
claims the funds came from his 
gift shop at Paradise Island. 

Up until 1968, Nixon is known 
to have often been in the 
company of both Alter and 
Crosby. 

Cosmos has also loaned 
money to Penasquitos 
Corporation. The founder and 
owner-operator of Penasquitos. 
Irvin J. Kahn, who died in 
September, 1973, borrowed 
three and a half million Swiss 
Francs (US $800,000) from 
Cosmos in 1963, securing the 
loan with a million dollar lite 
insurance policy. The principals 
in the transaction were all 
related to financial circles ot 
organized crime in the U.S. 

Penasquitos has also received 
over $100 million in loans from 
the Teamsters union Central 
States Pension Fund, making it 
the largest recipient of such 
loans in the country. This year 
alone, the Pension Fund has 
been indicted twice as a major 


source of mob-linked money. 


Informed sources indicate 
that the Cosmos loan and the 
insurance policy came under 
investigation by the California 
Department of Insurance in the 
1960’s. Files from this 
investigation have been 
destroyed. Documents on file in 
San Diego indicate that the loan 
to Kahn from Cosmos was never 
paid back. Yet Cosmos has 
failed to file on Kahn’s probate. 


Cosmos is also linked to 
numerous high-risk, unsecured 
loans to U.S. companies which 
have led to bankruptcies and 
fraud indictments. 


In December, 1969, the New 
York Post reported that a bank 
which it called Dosmos, now 
known to be Cosmos, was one ot 
several Swiss banks under 
investigation by then-U.s. 
Attorney Robert Morgenthau as 
part of his ongoing investigation ~ 
of the laundering of U.S. mob- 
linked money in Swiss banks. 


Watergate has now revealed 
that massive transfers ot 
unreported cash are made at the 
highest levels of political and 
corporate circles and not just in 
organized crime. 

Morgenthau, a Republican 
kept in office under Johnson. 
was fired by Nixon when he 
became President in 1969. 
thereby ending the 
investigation. 

Cosmos’ Board of Directors at 
the time also included Robert B. 
Anderson, former Secretary ot 
the Treasury and Secretary ot 
the Navy, and a director ot 
numerous major corporate 
boards. 

Nixon replaced Morgenthau 
with attorney Whitney North 
Seymour, a partner in the law 
firm of Simpson, Thatcher, and 
Bartlett. Another partner in the 
firm is William G. Dillon, long- 
time U.S. Director of Cosmos.

Through Watergate 


The Hughes Connection and the Great Rip-off

(This is the final article in a 
three-part series. In Parts I and 
II, Oglesby outlined the fights 
with Rockefeller and then 
national crime syndicate 
interests which came to a head 
in the showdown of November 
1970 in Las Vegas. In that 
episode, Chester Davis collided 
with Robert Maheu on the 
question of which of them 
actually spoke for Hughes. 
Davis was backed by the Hughes 
Tool Company directors out of 
Houston and LA. Maheu spoke 
for the Nevada operations. After 
a fast and furious battle — the 
ruins are still smoldering — 
Davis came out on top and 
Maheu was deposed.) 


Why do I think Robert Maheu 
was, if not the good guy, then at 
least the victim in this drama? 
And that the Davis-Toolco 
triumverate’s claims were 
bogus? My reasons are purely 
circumstantial, and even if I had 
“inside information” I wouldn’t 
trust it. There are too many 
wierd operators in this scene and 
the planting of false information 
is too basic a technique. (There 
is a case here, by the way, for the 
methods of scholarship over 
those of jouranlistic 
investigation.) Here are the 
reasons. 

1. — Chester Davis was in 
Hughes’ doghouse, according to 
memoranda from Hughes to 
Maheu in Hughes’ own 
handwriting. The good and 
simple reason for this is that 
there had to be some 
explanation of why Hughes had 
once owned an airline and now 
owned one no longer. Ultimately 
Davis’s lawyering was 
vindicated. In January, 1973, 
the Supreme Court handed 


down a verdict in the case TWA 
versus Hughes that completely 
upheld the legal strategy Davis 
had clung to so stubbornly from 
the first, and Hughes did not 
finally have to pay up on the 
TWA damages suit. But still he 
lost the airline. And in the mid- 
sixties who could know that the 
strategy and the lawyer that had 
lost every important battle up to 
that point — five years ot 
fulltime battle are involved — 
would somehow pull it off in the 
last inning seven or eight years 
later? 

2. — Bill Gay, of Toolco and 
the Murmon Mafia, was also in 
the Hughes doghouse. Hughes’ 
memos make it abundantly 
plain that for whatever queer 
reasons he held Gay responsible 
for the deterioration of his 
marriage to Jean Peters, which 
ended in divorce in 1970. Gay 
had also dreamed up an illusion 
named Hughes Dynamics, Inc., 
which he sent forth to blow IBM 
away with a result that might 
have been predicted, namely, 
total wipe-out for Hughes 
Dynamics. Hughes could see 
nothing in that episode to 
recommend Gay’s judgment 
over Maheu’s. 

3. — The only communication 
Maheu ever had with Hughes, — 
he has never laid eyes on him — 
was over phones that were 
monitored and taped by the 
Eckersley guard and through 
hand-written memos that were 
carried in and out by the same. 
This made it ridiculous for the 
triumverate to claim, as it 
loudly did, that Maheu did not 
have Hughes’ support. Through 
his sergent Eckersley, Gay knew 
everything that passed between 
Hughes and Maheu. The 
Hughes memos in which Maheu 


read time and again that he had 
Hughes’ complete support, 
especially in the TWA affair, 
had been carried to him by these 
people. It was true enough, 
looked at diagramtically, that 
Maheu seemed to report to 
nobody but Hughes, and that 
nobody had anything but 
Maheu’s say-so for what went 
between them. But that is only 
because the normal corporate 
line-of-management chart has 
no provision for a palace guard 
operating in what was once 
called the Asiatic mode around a 
headman kept incommunicado. 
The fact was that everything 
occurring between Hughes and 
Maheu was instantly and totally 
known to the Eckersley group, 
hence to the Toolco directors. 
There is no way Maheu could 
ever have been in the least bit 
confused about that. 

4. — The presence of Intertel 
in such a key role in the 11/70 
takeover raises a whole other set 
of suspicions leading back to 
Lansky. 

Intertel is mainly staffed by 
former officials, agents, and 
operatives of the national 
security establishment, notably 
the criminal division of the 
Justice Department, the people 
who are in substantial part 
responsible for our conspicuous 
national noneffort to conquer 
the forces of organized crime. 
Intertel’s collective professional 
biography glitters, if that’s the 
word, with high-ups whose 
backgrounds are the FBI, the 
IRS, the Treasury cops, the JD, 
the CIA. Intertel’s pitch is that 
these people have spent years on 
the inside fighting crime, and 
that their combined experience 
is now available for sale to the 
businessman fearful of syndicate 


penetration. The truth is 
perhaps a little funnier than 
that. 

Here’s how Intertel came 
about. Once upon a time, not so 
long ago, the front for Lansky’s 
interests in Florida and the 
Bahamas was a Tampa outfit 
called the Mary Carter Paint 
Company. Mary Carter Paint 
started acquiring casinos and 
got into the business of 
developing resorts, notably on 
Paradise Island in the Bahamas. 
In time it dropped the paint 
business and changed its name 
to Resorts International, Inc. Its 
president was and is Richard 
Nixon’s close friend James 
Crosby (who met Nixon through 
Rebozo, of course). Eyebrows 
went up it is said, when Crosby 
hired Bob Peloquin of the JD’s 
anti-crime division to take 
charge of security for the 
Paradise Island holdings of 
Resorts International, notably of 
the Britannia Beach Hotel 
where Hughes is supposed to 
have come to rest after his 
curious and sudden departure 
from the Desert Inn. From the 
enormous success Peloquin is 
supposed to have achieved in 
protecting this syndicate 
enterprise from syndicate rip- 
offs, Crosby framed the idea of 
institutionalizing Peloquin (yes, 
as in Batman) as International 
Intelligence, Incorporated, and 
selling the service to private 
businessmen as the best way to 
keep the syndicate out. What a 
racket! On my old playground. 
they used to call that protection. 
In the big leagues they seem to 
prefer insurance. 

Intertel has often been 
accused in the most public 
places (e.g., Greenspun’s Las 
Vegas Sun, which did a big 


series well before the 11/70 
action gave Greenspun another 
motive) of being an arm of the 
Lansky syndicate. It has elected 


never to contest these claims in 


court. 

5. — Intertel is also the group 
that Nixon tried to bring into 
the White House in 1969 to take 
charge of certain unnamed 
phases of White House security. 
That was vetoed by the FBI and 
the CIA. But the subsequent 
surprise of the Plumbers at work 
showed how Nixon persists in 
the teeth of such obstacles. The 
fact that E. Howard Hunt 
offered McCord a job with “‘the 
Hughes people” is only one of 
many indications of a tie-in 
between the Plumbers and 
Intertel types. And after the 
11/70 Vegas coup, Intertel of 
course took over the security 
assignments for Hughes. 

Still more intriguing is the 
fact that the shipment of 
Hughes from Nevada to the 
Bahamas was coordinated on 
the Paradise Island end of things 
by James Golden. Golden is the 
former Secret Service agent who 
was assigned to Nixon at the 
beginning of his Vice Presidency 
in 1952 and who grew close to 
him over the next eight years (he 
is in Six Crises). When Nixon 
won the Oval Office in ’68, 
Golden was rewarded with the 
post in the Bahamas he was 
tending at the time of Hughes’ 
arrival. He was Nixon’s Man in 
the Bahamas. Golden’s presence 
in such a key role in the Hughes 
move of 1970 is a strong 
circumstantial indication that 
Nixon was himself, at some 
level, in some capacity, an 
insider to the event. And that

business was nothing more than 
the good managers of a company 


_ getting rid of the bad managers 


in behalf of the company’s 
owners, then what was Nixon 
doing with a finger in it? 

6. — Two years after the 
overthrow of Maheu, Howard 
Eckersley, the chief of the 
Hughes inner guards, the 
Mormon Mafia, was accused in 
a case still pending of a leading 
role in a large-scale securities 
swindle involving useless silver- 
mining claims, a bogus company 
called Pan American Mining, 
and individuals high up in the 
Canadian finance bureaucracy, 
some of whom had to fly by 
night. Ekersley had used his well- 
known association with Hughes 
to create the impression that 
Hughes himself was afoot in the 
deal. That made it look legit and 
interesting and drove up the 
price of the stock he was selling. 

Toolco directors never faltered 
in their support of Eckersley, 
though the case against him was 
a thousand times stronger than 
the case on which Maheu was 
deposed. Eckersley suavely 
waved off the Wall Street 
Journal’s expose as part of a 
smear, though he never said why 
he thought the WSJ should want 
to do him any wrong. The first 
interesting thing about this is 
uncharacteristic of Hughes to 
tolerate the use of his name in 
any kind of wheeling and 
dealing. The second thing is that 
the Eckersley business looks so 
much like the Meier business 
that came right before it in 1969 
and 1970 when presumably 
Hughes was still sitting in the 
eye of his imperial spider hole. 

John Meier — and now the 
plot thickens some more — was 
Hughes’ man for land and 
related deals and reported to 
him directly, not through 
Maheu. He is also the guy who 
was hanging out with Donald 
Nixon and trying to involve him 
in mining and land development 
projects that took them to the 
Dominican Republic and once to 
Switzerland. His presence 
around Donald Nixon for some 
reason freaked out Rebozo so 
much that he started bearing 
down on Maheu to fire Meier, 
something Maheu said he 
wanted and tried to do but could 
not because Meier didn’t work 
for him and Hughes wouldn't 
listen to his entreaties — 
entreaties, remember, that 
could only reach Hughes 
through lines of communication 
totally controlled by Gay and 
Eckersley and the rest of the 
Mormon Mafia. Interesting how 
it was just at this time, early ’70, 
that Maheu says he first started 
encountering difficulties in 
communicating with Hughes. 

It has since come to light that 
Meier was one of the principals 
of an elaborate and far-flung 
swindle of which the victim was 
Howard Hughes himself. 
Meier’s job was to tell Hughes 
what was worth buying in the 
way of mining concessions. Two 
grand jury indictments returned 
early this year accuse him of 
conspiring with other 
individuals and groups, chiefly 
with syndicate-linked Anthony 
J. Hatsis and Hatsis’ Toledo 
Mining Company — a Salt Lake 


_ City outfit and thus at one or 


another level a Mormon outfit — 
to sell Hughes a whole stream of 
silver mines that had, alas, no 
silver in them. Meier is alleged 
to have got kickbacks from these 
sales which he funneled off to a 
syndicate laundry in Holland 
called Maatshappil Intermovie. 
Cleaned up there, the money 
could then flow back to the U.S. 
as plain old investment capital. 
It was evidently ventures 
financed by this money that 
Meier was trying to involve his 
friend Donald Nixon in towards 
the end of 1969 when he, Meier, 
at last was forced out of the 


Hughes organization. He joined 
Toledo Mining as a $6000 per 
month consultant. 

It is hard to make definite and 
precise accusations, but to an 
outsider’s eye, the parallels 
between Meier’s game and 
Eckersley’s game are — striking. 
Striking enough at least to 
impose an unambiguous burden 
of explanation on the group — 
the Davis group that ousted 
Maheu in 1970 — whose claims 
of authorization from Hughes 
are based exclusively on a proxy 
signed in secret, notorized by 
Eckersley, and witnessed only 
by another member of 
Eckersley’s Mormon Mafia. - 

Much more could be added to 
the case against the Davis side 
in the 1970 power play. We have 
hardly touched on the emptiness 
of Davis’s charges against 
Maheu, tissue-thin fabrications 
which are still being invented at 
this late date. For example, that 
Maheu has been skimming 
Hughes’ pay-offs to politicians. 
Maheu was supposed to have 
been ‘‘stealing Hughes blind,” 
but the crimes in question 
(worth $6-10 million) turn out to 
have been Meier’s crimes, not 
Maheu’s, and to have been 
continued in the Eckersley 
variations after Maheu was 
booted out. 

x** 

But let’s leave that now, since 
we are Only sketching an outline 
here, and see what emerges if we 
sum up what we have said so far. 
Our problem in brief is to 
interpret the purposes of a cast 
of characters, the triumverate of 
11/70, which includes: 

@Davis: Responsible in 
Hughes’ eyes for the loss of 
TWA. Out of favor with Hughes 
at the time of the coup. 

@Gay: Responsible for the 
fiasco of Hughes Dynamics and 
in Hughes’ mind at least for the 
break-up of his marriage. 

@Jntertel: Rumored to be the 
syndicate intelligence outfit and 
certainly well connected to the 
world of syndicate operations. 
Behind Intertel, Resorts 
International. Behind RI, Mary 
Carter. Behind Mary Carter, 
Meyer Lansky. 

®@Golden: Nixon’s man in the 
Bahamas and an old veteran of 
the national security wars. 

@Eckersley and the Mormon 
Mafia: The ones who actually 
carried out the movement of 
Hughes out from under the eyes 
of the Maheu security group. 
Involved in subsequent big-time 
fraud. 

We do not begin to know how 
to unriddle all this, no more 
than we can unriddle the 
assassination of John Kennedy. 
We know nothing about Hughes’ 
movements during this period 
for a fact, less than nothing 
about his true wishes and his 
perceptions of what was 
happening to him. Two phone 
conversations, one of them 
provoked by the Clifford Irving 
affair, are all we have in 
substantiation of Davis's claim 
that he speaks for Hughes with 
Hughes’ consent. Some say the 
man is dead and has been for a 
long time, and that he is being 
kept propped up in the saddle 
while the vultures decide which 
of them gets the liver, which the 
heart. We have no way of 
knowing about that so far and 
can only say that almost 
anything would make sense if it 
is only bizarre enough. 

What we do know is that 
Maheu was thrown out (a) on 
the basis of a proxy whose 
authenticity is atested to only 
by anti-Maheu figures in the 
struggle, (b) by a triumverate of 
jealous and possibly discredited 
Toolco executives backed up (c) 
by a private police force linked 
by a host of crime writers to 
Hughes’ main competition in 
the hotel-casino business, the 
Lansky syndicate, with the 
support (d) of Mormon church 
figures subsequently acccused of 
financial crimes at high money 
levels opportunistically using 
Hughes’ name, and (e) with the 
technical assistance of a man

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tear gas had been assembled to 
teach us our place.

“Now look,” he says straight- 
faced. ‘“‘The Mayor don’t want 
none of us marchin down the 
streets to the Convention. I can 
understand that,’ he says 
(which is, in fact, a brave thing 
to say since no one else in the 
crowd seemed to understand it). 
“‘But you know,” he goes on “I 
live down that way. In fact, we 
gotta pass the Convention to get 
to my place. So I’ll tell ya what 
(everyone by this time seems to 
be holding their breath). 
‘‘What’s to prevent me from 
invitin all of you to join me at 
my place for a bite to eat?”’ 

The place went wild. The idea 
of 10,000 people strolling arm-in- 
arm to the Ampitheatre, all 
personal friends and guests of 
Dick Gregory, was better than 
all the Yippie hijinx, the 
burning draft cards and well- 
placed stink bombs.

with the President. 

We promised in the beginning 
that this story would not close, it 
would conclude only in more 
complex mysteries. We can only 
continue searching for the 
details and patiently trying to fit 
them into place as they appear. 
With so many connected 
litigations underway in Vegas, 
Los Angeles, Salt Lake City and 
Washington, new fragments will 
surely be turning up. What we 
are obliged to conclude already, 
however, on what can now piece 
together, is that the orthodox 
version of these events does not 
hold color in the light. 
Something big is hiding here.

Fenway Frolics: Another Opening, Another Show

One would surmise that 
eventually the people who make 
up major league schedules 
would come to their senses and 
realize that if there is anything 
more fatuous than trying to play 
baseball in Milwaukee in the 
first week of April it is probably 
trying to do the same thing in 
Boston the second week of April. 
Last year Wisconsin was under a 
foot of snow and the Brewers 
people got on the phone and told 
the Red Sox not to even bother 
coming. This year the two 
teams actually managed to play 
a couple of games, splitting 
them, before the climate in 


Milwaukee once again asserted. 


itself. 

So the Red Sox returned to 
Boston, and after (a) a day off, 
(b) a rain-out, and (c) a snow- 
out. After the helicopter had 
tried to blow away what snow 
the ground crew, working like so 
many industrious little elves, 
had not been able to dispose of, 
and after the sawdust and fresh 
dirt had been applied to the 
quicksand that had once been 
the warning track in the 


outfield, Darrell Johnson's. new 
look Red Sox took the field on 
Thursday afternoon for Opening 
Day — with the best-rested 
seven-man rotation in baseball. 

The new-look Sox played 
suspiciously like their 
predecessors, meaning that 3 
hours and 43 minutes, 11 
innings, 13 runs, 3 errors — both 
Boston miscues came in extra 
innings and both led to 
Baltimore runs — 7 pitchers, 3 
fights, and 6 streakers later the 
Orioles had pulled out another 
one. With the Detroit Tigers — a 
team against whom the Sox were 
3-15 in 1973 — coming to town, 
the Home Town Team was 
already working on a 2-game 
losing streak. This, despite the 
fact that they have already had 
as many games canceled due to 
inclement weather as they have 
played. 

‘*T never said I was 
emphasizing ‘pitching and 
defense’, said Darrell Johnson 
after Thursday’s game. “It may 
look that way, but this team can 
hit too; it was you guys who 


game up with the label.” Which 
is more or less what you’d expect 
a man to say when his pitching 
had run up an aggregate ERA of 
5.14, a statistic which would 
actually be much higher were it 
not for the fact that the 
supporting cast — the defense, 
as it were — had chipped in with 
five errors. 

Luis Tiant — making his 
second start in three games, 
such have the elements affected 
Johnson’s pitching schedule — 
was sailing along effortlessly 
through the first three innings, 
retiring nine in a row. At just 
about the precise moment the 
first streaker appeared, the 
bubble began to burst. 

First Al Bumbry wound up on 
second on a slightly-tarnished 
ground-rule double that many 
people thought might have been 
a foul ball; at the very last, the 
fan who reached out and 
grabbed it was situated five 
seats inside the foul pole. Then 
Rich Coggins lofted a fly ball in 
the general direction of the Red 
Sox bullpen. Bernie Carbo 
actually caught the ball but 


then dropped it into the bullpen 
when he came out second-best in 
a head-on collision with the wall 
and knocked himself 
unconscious. (“I was watching 
the ball,’’ explained Carbo, 
“‘and I didn’t even know the wall 
was there.” He found out. ) 

After Bobby Grich had lashed 
a triple the Orioles scored again. 
Tommy Davis hit a fly to 
shallow right field, which was 
turned into a sacrifice fly to 
Carbo, erect but still woozy, 
fired the ball off somewhere in 
the general direction of 
Governor Sargent’s box. It was 
an omen for the sort of game it 
was going to be. 

The Orioles, 
outdone, did their best to 
emulate the Seven Dwarfs act. 
By the second inning Brooks 
Robinson, of all people, had 
already made an error which 
had led to the second Boston 
run, and in the third Grich and 
Coggins minced around in some 
sort of weird tango as they 
watched Bob Montgomery’s 
popup drop for a double. It was 
all quite bizarre, but then 


not to be. 


Opening Day always seems to 
bring this sort of game to 
Friendly Fenway. 

The game was tied at 5 apiece 
after regulation time. Mario 
Guerrero (who was 3 for 4 and on 
base 5 times in the game) booted 
a Grich grounder. Davis 
proceeded to double him home, 
but the Sox appeared to have 
won a reprieve when Juan 
Beniquez, a _ late-inning 
replacement, smashed a long 
homer just to the right of the 
flagpole in center. 

Dick Drago had just replaced 
Diego Segui in the Orioles 11th 
with men on first and second, 
and Drago perfectly played his 
part, eliciting a certain double- 
play ball to Guerrero. Guerrero 
flipped the ball slightly behind 
Doug Griffin, just far enough 
behind him that the 
combination of his upset 
momentum and the sliding 
runner caused him to throw the 
ball into the dirt on the right 
field side of first, and Captain 
Carl Yastrzemski inexplicably 
tried to dig it out with a long 
stretch rather than block it. The 
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ball rolled into the dugout while 
Elrod Hendricks rolled home, 
and this time there were no more 
Beniquez-type heroics left in 
Johnson's bag of tricks. 

True to his promise, after 3 
games Johnson had already used 
14 non-pitchers, and a 15th — 
Danny Cater — got as far as the 
on-deck circle on Thursday 
before being called back to the 
dugout. He admittedly, though, 
has yet to come to a final 
decisioh regarding the defensive 
placement of the Yastrzemski- 
Harper-Cooper triumverate, and 
any combination seems to have 
inevitable weakness to augment 
the obvious strengths. Johnson 
played Captain Carl in left in 
Milwaukee, with Harper the DH 
and Cooper on first. There were 
a few flies that the 
speedie Harper might've gotten 
to that Yaz couldn’t reach, and 
Cooper was looking more and 
more everyday like a sure-fire 
candidate to be the first player 
seriously maimed by a pop fly. 

Ergo, the switch when the 
team returned home. The very 
first batter had Johnson already 
looking like a mangerical genius 
when Bumbry tapped a soft 
pupup to Yastrzemski at first 
which would have been at best a 
fifty-fifty proposition with Flash 
manning the position. But later 
on in the game, with one out and 
the bases loaded in the 8th, Don 
Baylor hit a fly to fairly shallow 
right and Bumbry chose to run

easily, while there is strong 
question whether he’d have even 
tried had the Captain been in 
left. 

Who the hell knows, as they 

Johnson says if that the Sox 
can avoid any further rainouts, 
white-outs and brown-outs — 
besides the streakers a couple of 
imaginative fans in left field on 
Opening Day continually 
mooned the field — he may start 
Rogelio Moret in New York this 
week. “I’d like to give him a 
start there. I know how well he 
pitches in that park, but if it’s a 
question of not having any of my 
other pitchers get any work, I'll 
have to change my plans.”’ 

Presumably the other 
“regular” starters who have yet 
to pitch will also be getting a 
turn within the week. Rick Wise 
and Juan Marichal haven't 
pitched since the team came 
north, and Reggie ‘‘Swift 
Current Fats” Cleveland has 
only worked 1 1/3 innings. 

Besides the concern over his 
pitchers’ inactivity, Johnson’s 
other worries — besides the 
Tigers, that is — center mostly 
around the injury list. Pitching 
and defense, hell. How about 
Fisk and Petrocelli? Obviously, 
they’ll be welcome additions. 

Another opening, another 
show. And now there are only 
159 games left to play. 

But 18 of them are against 
Detroit.

They would fold. Of course 
they would. When most of the 
players on a professional 
basketball team look like their 
faces cleared up just this second 
on their way out of an Ozzie and 
Harriet rerun where a '57 Chevy 
was exorcised, they always fold 
in the playoffs. Always. No 
doubt about it. Fact of nature. 
Thanks for the memories, 
Buffalo Braves. Happy trails to 
you. But, uh, ten-four. 


So there were the Braves last 
Tuesday night in Game Five of 
their Eastern Division semifinal 
playoff series with the Celtics, in 
front of 15,320 fans who kept 
waiting for what was supposed 
to be the inevitable. The Braves 
may have gotten lucky and 
stolen a couple of games when 
the series went abroad to 
Buffalo, but now they were back 
in Boston, under all those 
championship banners and 
retired uniforms and NO 
SMOKING signs, staring God,

right in the eye. So like it was 
time for them to fold already. 
Ernie DiGregorio would throw a 
couple of behind-the-back 
numbers to Tommy Heinsohn, 
Bob (Can Do) McAdoo’s jump 
shots would start disappearing

mouth, Jack Ramsay’s 
turtlenecks would begin to show 
some ring-around-the collar. 
And then they would fold. 
Right? 

Well, a little maybe. But after 
you have played the Boston 
Celtics straight-up, eyeball-to- 
eyeball even for forty-six 
minutes, allowing them the lead 
only four times until JoJo White 
linedrived in a jump shot with 
1:17 left to make it 97-95 Celtics, 
and scaring the William Peter 
Blatty out of them, anything 
thereafter can hardly be termed 
a fold, even if you do lose the 
game, as the Braves did (100- 
97). They lost it as you might 
expect the American Graffiti All- 
Stars to, scoring only one basket 
in the last 2:05 — Jack Marin’s 
—— push shot in close 


with :02 left to reduce the Celtic 
lead to one — and succeeding, 
with the game and possible the 
series on the line, in getting off 
in that time four of the worst 
looking shots since the Celtics’ 
Wives Free Throw Shooting 
Contest. 

“They made the big plays and 
we didn’t,” said a terse Jack 
Ramsay in his dressing room 
afterward. “In a close game that 
is going to decide a winner and a 
loser.” 

“We took a coupla bad shots,” 
said Ernie D, who took a coupla 
of the coupla baddies, ‘“‘and we 
weren’t tough enough a coupla 
times on defense.’’ 
they’re gonna find it a lot 
tougher in Buffalo (Friday 
night),”” he continued. “I think 
people are starting to realize 
that Buffalo isn’t as bad as they 
make ’em out to be. I still don’t 
think they’re a better team than 
we are. They execute better, but 
they’re not a better team. I think 
we got a coupla pretty equal 
teams goin’ up against each 
other.” 


Goin’ up against each other in 
Buffalo Friday night, a coupla 
pretty equal teams might just 
find themselves setting up a 
Seventh Game confrontation 
back in Boston on Easter 
Sunday. The Braves are a very 
confident team in front of the 
19,000 or so zealots that have 
been rearranging the sound 
barrier in Buffalo’s War 
Memorial Auditorium, and have 
beaten the Celts twice there in 
this series (115-105, and 104-102 
on a Jim McMillian tap-in at 
the buzzer on national television 
last Saturday). According to 
Buffalo general manager Eddie 
Donovan, who put togetther the 
current Braves with the care of a 
sculptor, the Friday game has 
been sold out for some time. 

“This series is going to help us 
no matter what the outcome,” 
Donovan was saying Tuesday 
night before the start of the 
game. “It will be good for us just 
having been through the 
playoffs.”

this Buffalo team apart is its 
confidence, its assurance that it 
is the better team. It is 
brashness and it is cockiness, 
and, all in all, it is the general 
belief that when you’re good, 
you’re good. Ramsay says it. 
DiGregorio says it. McAdoo says 
it. They all say it. And mean it. 
And with this series as a frame 
of reference, they all could be 
right. 

“Whether it’s this year or 
next, you mark my words,” 
DiGregorio says, “Buffalo is 
gonna be a championship 
team.” 

Except for a coupla fourth 
quarter lapses, as Ernie might 
say, That Championship Season 
for the young Braves might have 
been this one. In the series’ first 
game they blew a 17-point 
second half lead when Dave 
Cowens played like a man in 
need of a championship ring fix 
with a 20-point, 9-rebound 
fourth quarter. Then Tuesday 
night, the Braves caught the 
Celtics on a poor offensive night, 
and while Buffalo was not 
setting any scoring records itself 
(McAdoo: Five for twenty; Ernie 
D: five for fifteen), they did have 
multo opportun:ties to blow the 
local boys out. 

Don Nelson, who shot seven- 
for-10 (to make it 17-for-20 the 
last two games and finished with 
15 points, summed up the 
Celtics’ offensive movement in 
the first half thusly: “Awful.” 
Boston only trailed by 48-51 
mainly because the Braves were 
matching the Celtics’ dazzling 
35 percent first half shooting 
with some 40 percent action 
themselves. And McAdoo, who 
apparently has the shooting gifts 
that God didn’t give to David 
Thompson, and who had 
personally destroyed the Celtics 
in Buffalo on Saturday, shot one- 
for-eight in the first half and was 
invisible for long stretches of 
time. Cowens, of course, had a 
little something to do with this. 
He played McAdoo strong arm 
all night, made him get the ball 
far from the basket, then take 
bad shots from these long 
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distance points. He also deftly 
held, pushed, shoved, and did 
all those other fun things that 
NBA centers do-do-do to each 
other. 

McAdoo had one other 
explanation for a night on which 
he should have stayed home for 
the Tuesday Movie-of-the- 
Week. “I just didn’t concentrate 
well enough,” said the second- 
year man who thinks he was the 
league’s MVP this season. “‘And 
for some reason I was nervous 


being backcourt fouled by 
McAdoo with :06 left, making it 
98-95, and putting the game out 
of reach. 

They’ve always given us good 
games, all the way down through 
their expansion,” said a tired 
Cowens. “They were always 
barnburners. They’ve really 
improved themselves and come 
a long long way. They’re a high 
quality team.” 

“Even their poor shooters 
aren’t bums,” Heinsohn said.

Even with McAdoo and 
Digregorio having bad nights, 
the Braves hung with the lead in 
the second half. McMillian, 
Randy (11-for-14, 25 points) 
Smith, and Garfield Heard were 
all shooting well, and the Celtics 
were having a turnover clinic. 
But eventually the Braves began 
to unravel just slightly, and 
Havlicek — that’s John 
Havlicek — was there to see 
that no one ravel-ed them back 


up. 

Havlicek scored five of the last 
nine Celtic points: a fast break, 
pull-up jumper off a Don 
Chaney post pattern pass to tie

Art From North AtMFA 


The Boston Museum of Fine Art is 
currently presenting an internationally igs 
acclaimed show called Far North: i : 
2000 years of American Eskimo and 
Indian Art.” The show represents a 
huge diversity of objects from four 
distinct cultures, the Athabaskan, ., 
Eskimo, Aleut, and Tlingit. Many of 
the artifacts date from early 
explorations of the Pacific Northwest 
before the acquisition of Alaska by the 
United States over a century ago. 

Certain objects have only been recently 

uncovered during archaeological digs, 

but most have been drawn from private a 
collections scattered throughout the B 
Western hemisphere. 

Because the contents of the show do : 
not communicate their meaning and 
function immediately to the viewer 
unacquainted with their cultural 
origins, the Museum has prepared an 
extensive educational program to 
accompany “The Far North.” There is 
an ongoing slide-tape presentation 
dealing with contemporary Alaskan life, 

a portion of which is devoted to poetry 
readings in native Alaskan language. In 
addition, there is a regular schedule of 
film screenings which includes Robert 
Flaherty’s classic ‘“‘Nanook of the é 
North.” 

Among the highlights of the 
exhibition is a Kwakiutl Thunderbird 
totm pole that sits at the top of the 
Museum’s main staircase. Incidentally, 
as a compliment to the Museum of Fine , 
Arts show, The Peabody Museum of 
Harvard University is inaugurating a 
new permanent display with an 
exhibition called ‘Enter the Klingit 
World.” “The Far North” will continue 4 
through May 26; the Peabody 
Museum’s special exhibition will be 
roughly concu-rent.

In Woody Allen's Everything 
You Always Wanted To Know 
About Sex, an enormous breast 
threatened to devour the world. 
Woody’s brilliantly conceived 
visualization of the American 
male’s hidden terror was 
sabotaged by the failure of his 
technique. His image lacked 
tactility, lacked the necessary 
glandular reality lacked, in 
short, feel. But now the gap in 
our allegoric landscape has been 
filled. Woody’s nightmare has 
taken abundant flesh in the 
form of Chesty (73-32-39) 
- Morgan and Chesty has made a 
film, Deadly Weapons. 

Last week, 50 or so middle- 
aged theatre owners gathered at 
Nick’s restaurant to be 
instructed in the proper method 
of marketing Morgan's 
mammaries. The task would be 
complicated by the absence of 
Ms. Morgan and by the nature 
of the film itself. 

A disagreement between Ms. 
Morgan and her film company 
as to her remuneration has 
caused Ms. Morgan to boycott 
her own film debut. The film 
itself is reputed tobe 
astoundingly bad. In it, Ms. 
Morgan tracks down her 
boyfriend’s killers and smothers 
them with her breasts. It was 


directed by Doris Wishman, a 
veteran whose credits include 
Sun Lover’s Holiday. 

Eddie Stokes, a 
representative of Hallmark 
Films, the company presenting 
Deadly Weapons, acknowledged 
that this was the worst film he 
had ever seen. But the company 
that gave the public vomit bags 
for Mark of the Devil assured 
the assembled owners that 
Deadly Weapons would make 
big money for them if they did as 
they were told. 

The campaign devised to 
promote Deadly Weapons is 
upon a delicate 

alancing of exposure and tease. 
The theatre owners were advised 
to blanket their area with flyers 
on which Chesty’s 
measurements sort of hide her 
breasts. They were advised to 
plant revealing Chesty Morgan 
calendars at bars, barber shops, 
garages, college dormitories, and 
“other similar establishments.” 
They were warned not to screen 
trailers at their theatres because 
“If you let the people see her, 
they may not come.’’ The 
owners were instructed to 
undertake a direct mail 
campaign, sending pictures of 
Chesty to as many homes as 
possible. They were assured that 


this promotional technique had 
been cleared by the Post Office. 
However, in Worcester, 


Mass., where Deadly Weapons 
has already opened to a succes 
de scandale, theater manager 


Johnny Dee received 100 
complaints from people who 
objected to Chesty and this 
invasion of their privacy. 
Fortunately, as Mr. Dee 
jocularly noted, those 100 
complaints generated three 
newspaper , stories, two radio 
reports, and one spot on the 
local television news. This in 
turn helped generate what Mr. 
Dee reported to be seven times 
the normal business at his drive- 
in. 

Deadly Weapons has had a 
similar success in Keene, N.H. 
The theater manager in Keene 
scrupulously followed 
Hallmark’s promotional! 
directives and has reported a 
response identical to the 
Worcester experience. Business 
is booming and Chesty is the 
talk of the town. 

The meeting broke up after 
lunch. The general impression 
was that Deadly Weapons would 
make everybody a bundle. There 
was a palpable glee in the air. 
The fact that Deadly Weapons is 
so bad seemed to lend a 
piquancy to the visions of 
receipts dancing like 
sugarplums through the theater 
owner’s heads. Everybody loves 
to play P. T. Barnum, and now 
they have their chance.

THE CONVERSATION. 
Produced, directed and written 
by Francis Ford Coppola. 
Director of Photography: Bill 
Butler. With: Gene Hackman, 
Allen Garfield, Cindy Williams.

The Conversation is ‘the 
sound man’s Blow-Up.” That’s 
what cinematographer Haskell 
Wexler quipped before he was 
fired three weeks into 
production by director Francis 
Ford Coppola, who suspended 
shooting, retrenching to rewrite. 
He dropped a couple of 
character development scenes 
already shot, emerged from his 
cell, finished the picture, and 
now claims that whereas he 
originally thought the film was 
about privacy, he now thinks it 
is about responsibility. That 
conclusion, coupled with the 
fact that the script was begun in 
1966, the year Blow-Up was 
released, makes it even more a 
second go-round on the theme of 
the Antonioni classic. (Third, if 
you count Zabriskie Point.) At 
the very least Coppola has seen 
through the illusion-reality 
clatter to the real substance of 
recent Antonioni films in 
copying them. 

The Conversation evokes 
forties film noir more 
successfully than Klute did. The 
mood of suppressed passion, 
threatened danger, moral 
equivocation, compulsive moral 
action, isolation, and insidious 
criminality masked by wealth 
and respectability is palpable. 
Despite some shoddy aspects, 
The Conversation is a: 
entertaining mystery up to the 
point of a disastrous, absurd, 
and unresolved anti-climax. 
These final ill-advised theatrics 
encourage second thoughts and 
the discovery that not only is 
nothing in the film particularly 
original, but that to maintain its 
pace and drama, the material 
has been’ deviously 
manipulated. 

__ The premise of the story is 
that Harry Caul, a free lance 
surveillance technician, has 
been hired by a man known only 
as “the Director,” presumed to 
be .a character of corporate 
omnipotence, to tape record the 
conversation of a young couple 
as they stroll about San 
Francisco’s Union Square. Caul 
makes a composite dupe of the 
conversation as it has been 
picked up by strategically 


positioned directional 


microphones, but he soon 
develops a completely 
unprofessional interest in the 
content of the tape and refused 
to deliver it to the Director. 
Listening between the lines, he 
perceives a conspiracy to 
commit murder, but whose he is 
not sure. Recklessly he 
jeopardizes his own safety to 
impede the crime, saying, “I’m 
not afraid of death; I am afraid 
of murder, though.” 

When the moment of death 
arrives, however, he is 
physically and psychologically 
powerless to prevent it. His 
reaction is the infantile one of 
sensory blockage — he covers his 
eyes and ears — a 
psychoanalytic comment on 
voyeurism and its sublimation 
in detective work, potentially a 
nice summary statement on an 
awful lot of Hollywood fantasy. 

Retaining his interest in 
privacy, Coppola chooses to 
illustrate the theme with 
excursions into Catholicism and 
particularly into the sacrament 
of confession (much more 
incisively and relevantly 
handled in George Tabori and 
William Archibald’s script for 
Hitchcock’s I Confess), and into 
the technology of surveillance, 
by coincidence a subject of 
current national prominence. 

Where Coppola has been most 
unfairly manipulative of his 
material is in the use of the tape 
itself. Caul obsessively plays 
and replays it, and as each 


incident in the narrative comes 
to the fore, the corresponding 
segment of the tape is unduly 
emphasized. The result is that 
elements of suspense are 
prematurely dissipated, and the 
subsequent action seems merely 
to play out what we already can 
have safely surmised. 

Gene Hackman’s repressed, 
Pawnbroker-ish Harry Caul is a 
refreshing change of pace. Allen 
Garfield is routinely good as a 
surveillance equipment 
manufacturer, because he 
completely understands the 
obscenity of petty bourgeois 
“good nature.”” (He has done 
this role many time before.) 
Elizabeth MacRae brings an 
intelligently controlled 
physicality to her role as an 
undercover agent. Hers is the 
most rewarding performance in 
the film.

seldom employed American film 
director, who doubtless 
understands temptation, was 
present at the press screening of 
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Gene Hackman in “The Conversation ‘s 
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Gordon Parks’ The Super Cops, 
and I heard her say, “Gordon 
just did it for the money.” 

Those words are the basis of a 
well-circulated Hollywood myth 
that says persons of considerable 
talent are compromised by 
wealth. Not knowing about that 
first-hand, I’ve still the luxury of 
pooh-poohing the myth and 
claiming directors generally 
operate at the level of their 
creative potential, whether on a 


money project or a_ personal 
project, and The Super Cops 
operates on a lousy level indeed. 

For the fun (fat chance!) of it, 
I timed a few scenes in a row and 
the times came out something 
like 35 seconds, 25 seconds, 42 
seconds, 25 seconds, 16 seconds. 
That’s hardly enough time for 
dramatic development of even 
the most rudimentary sort, 
though it might be conducive to 
a snappy pace, were not each 


scene a little bit of death. 
Ninety-four minutes later things 
have not changed at all. 

The Super Cops is allegedly 
the true story of two New York 
City police officers nicknamed 
Batman and Robin. (Lorenzo 
Semple Jr’s hack script makes 
little mileage of this “literary” 
reference.) The pre-credit 
sequence is purportedly news 
footage of the citation for 
excellent police work of the real 
Batman and Robin, David 
Greenberg and Robert Hantz. 
The film then tells the reasons 
why these men are being cited, 
ending with a fiction replay of 
the same scene, as the two actors 
who play Greenberg and Hantz 
receive the citation from a 
superior officer we’ve learned is 
their antagonist. Parks thereby 
makes a mockery of the entire 
premise of his film — that New 
York City at least once sincerely 
recognized excellence from its 
narcs in blue. (He may be trying 
to show the irony behind the 
appearance, but the newsreel 
footage is so much better shot 
and directed than his own....) 


In the process Parks and 
Semple cancel their token 
liberal line (‘People have to live 
like this, no wonder the crime 
rate’s so high’’) with their token 
conservative sarcasm (about 
informing suspects of their 
rights) and their racism. 
Greenberg and Hantz once beat 
up a black plainclothes cop by

mistake, and later on they are 
assigned to him as subordinates. 
He ‘is re-introduced on the 
screen at that point, but just in 
case you're one of those rednecks 
who think that all 250-pound 
black cops look alike, there is a 
momentary flashback to the 
beating, driving the already 
obvious into the ground. 

Greenberg and Hantz develop 
their reputations as “super 
cops” in their off-duty hours, 
since traffic directors and desk 
jockeys have little opportunity 
to arrest pushers. But for their . 
efforts they are villified as 
crooks and ball-busters. By 
extension the script hasn’t a 
good word for labor — all 
working men and women are out 
to do as little work as possible. A 
few points are scored for the 
oldest means in the book of 
destroying a bureaucracy, 
working “‘by the book.” But all 
of that was developed much 
better in Fuzz. As to why the 
NYPD is trying to put these two 
hot shots out of business, that is 
better developed in Madigan. 

For the record, Ron Liebman, 
who makes a career of playing 
assholes — they say that casting 
for qualities that actors really 
have is 90 percent of directing — 
does well enough with 
Greenberg. David Selby plays 
Hantz as the more sensible of 
the pair. The only notable 
performance is a short one from 
Tamu as an addict trying to 
make a score. 

Parks has included one risible 
reference to Eisenstein. See it 
you can pick it out.

It is certainly a testament to 
the scope of the local music 
scene that both Duke and the 
Drivers and the Larry Carsman 
Band are being well-supported 
by the area. Two bands could 
not be more unlike, though both 
have strong rhythm and blues" 
roots. The Drivers are all sturm 
und drang, stomping their way 
through a series of obscure but 
memorable r&b hits of the past, 
leveling an incessant 4/4 beat at 
the audience, demanding that 
they get up and dance. The 
Carsman Band is 
instrumentally subtle, prone to 
shuffle and jazz tempos, 
concerned, in their vocals, with 
inflection rather than power. 

Though I'd seen the Drivers at 
various times, in various venues 
(Joe's, Paul’s Mall, Boston 
College); I didn’t quite realize 
the effect they had on 
sympathetic crowds until | 
heard them at The Box, the 
cavernous music bar near 
Boston University. The Box is 
haunted by the ghost of the club 
which once operated in the 
space it now occupies, the 
Psychedelic Supermarket. The 
Supermarket, six years ago, 
hosted Cream on their first 
American tour, Big Brother and 
the Holding Company (with 
Janis) and all the other 
performers who are now grist for 
the National Lampoon mill. The 
sound was always awful (the 
basement acoustics made the 
- bass predominant and the 
vocals all but inaudible) but 

somehow the vibes were usually 

right, or at least prone to cause 

hysteria, and The Box is no 

different. 
Amidst concrete walls and 

metal piping, the Drivers did 

two sets which drove the 

overflow crowd to the kind of 

frenzy observed only at J. Geils 

Tea Party shows and James 

Montgomery Band B.U.

technically dazzling and their 
vocals, though thoroughly 
enjoyable, are not really 
emotionally involving. 

The Drivers though, do have 
several ostensible plusses which 
at least help to explain why | 
like them. The beat laid down 
by bass guitarist Greg 
‘‘Earthquake’’ Morton and 
drummer Danny Nichols is 
hypnotically simple and 
powerful, the perfect rhythmic 
incentive to dance. The 
material, much of which was 
unearthed by the Phoenix’s 
frighteningly knowledgeable 
soul critic, Joe McEwen, is 
sixties r&b at its best — 
combining rhythmic, melodic 
and lysic flair. The Drivers’ 
delivery has about it a self- 
parodying sense of humor, 
though some take their onstage 
banter, their neon identification 
sign (turned on during the set’s 
high-intensity moments) and 
their much-used nicknames 
(harpist Ando Hixon is referred 
to publicly as Rhinestone 
Mudflaps III) as indications of 
jiveness. 

It is entirely possible for 
someone to see the band this 
way. The members — Joe ““Sam 
Deluxe” Lilly, Henry “Cadillac 


Jack” Easton, Tom “Mississippi 


Buffalo’? Swift Ando, Greg 
Morton and Danny ‘“‘Dr. 
Feelgood Funk” Nichols — were 
friends before they were a band. 
Their stage presentation is the 
result of that camaraderie, 
which gives them a unity and a 
collective personality absent in 
most of today’s bands, but 
which also can create an air of 
self-absorption, causing some 
members of the audience to feel 
left out. 

The musicianship that 
supports the band’s personality 
hearkens back to the early days 
of rock, to the days when a 
professional guitarist was 
anyone who could play three 
chords. To be sure, lead guitarist 
Joe Lilly knows exactly what he 
is about when he tosses out his 


functional, concise leads; he has'

chops, but they are always in the 
service of the song at hand. Tom 
Swift, on keyboards, takes the 
same tack; Ando Hixon’s harp 
work is limited by inexperience 
but shows signs of inspiration.

brooks no instrumental show- 
offs.

— generates the best. vocal 
performances. Henry LEaton’s 
work on “Check Your Bucket” 
and Chuck Berry’s “Reelin’ and 
Rockin” is solid, unobtrusive; 
Joe Lilly’s dour, bristling 
singing sparks “Handyman” 
and Tom Swift proves an 
outstanding white r&b vocalist 
on “Come A Little Closer.” 
Those performances are as fun 
to listen to and dance to as 
anything I’ve experienced in a 
good long while. 

Larry Carsman’s group can 
play dances tunes too, when 
they want. Bass guitarist Joe 
Foy (formerly of the Allston All- 
Stars) and drummer Tom 
Gilbert (who has played for Big 
Mama Thorton and Koko 
Taylor) can do any number of 
rhythmic things, and 
bandleader Carsman is calling 
upon them to tackle projects 
farther and farther away from 
the blues field. When I saw them 
at the Orson Welles, they 
opened their set with a Groove 
Holmes tune, “Living Soul,” 
and Freddie Hubbard’s “Red 
Clay,” and, later on, Larry did a 
creditable version of Mose 
Allison’s ‘“Everybody’s Crying 
Mercy.” 

Carsman was once the lead 
guitarist for the James 
Montgomery Band; he was the 
most exciting and inventive 
instrumental force in the group, 
and his leaving created a gap 
that has never been filled. Now, 
as bandleader and lead singer, 
he has cut down on his solo time 
to concentrate on collective 
tasks. Larry Cohen, on harp and 
piano (and, occasionally, flute) 
helps out in the soloing 
department, improvising, as 
Carsman does, with intelligence 
and tact. Second guitarist Bruce 
Paley offsets the approach of the 
two Larry’s with hard-edged, 
rocking guitar work. 


The band is still finding itself, 
though it has plenty to offer as it 
now stands. Carsman still 
vocalizes wonderfully on the 
blues tunes that have become 
his standards: ‘‘Good Time 
Charlie,’’ ‘‘Don’t Start Me 
Talking” and “How Blue Can 
You Get.” His singing is clear 
and sweet, and excels in nuance, 
not power. Larry Cohen’s gruff 
singing and his instrumental 
version of ‘‘Ode To Billie Joe” is 
an unexpected change of pace. 


But one has the strong sense 
that Larry Carsman Band is 
evolving, heading away from 
what Cambridge bands have 
found easiest to do, toward a 
more complex, jazz-oriented 
idiom. Larry Carsman is an 
extraordinalily knowledgeable 
and perceptive musician, and he 
certainly stands a chance to 
create something new.

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‘“Well You Needn’t’’: Monk’s Kindest Cut 


By Bob Blumenthal 


June 25, 1957: Monk begins 
with crawling pedal tones, two 
at a time, and a tension forms 
that is only heightened as 
Wilbur Ware’s bass thumps 
behind the piano, heading in the 
opposite melodic direction. The 
full septet then enters to state 
the theme, with the two tenors 
flushing out the familiarly 
boppish trumpet-alto lead and 
turning it into something 
altogether different. Like 
Ellington, Monk takes 
advantage of the sonic 
personalities of his sidemen: 
Coleman Hawkins’ tenor shines 
through particularly clearly, 
making the entire band sound as 
if it had marinated overnight in 
vinegar. Ears accustomed to 
more propriety undoubtedly will 
wince upon hearing this 
ensemble. The melody is 
developed in classic Monkian 
form — a melodic idea is 
repeated with slight variations, 
then resolved at the end of the 
stanza; that resolution becomes 
the material for the song’s 
“bridge.” 

Monk’s two choruses are 
totally inspired, setting the tone 
for all that is to follow. 
Deliberate restatement of the 
theme gives way to more 
Monkian flourishes; the 
characteristic bass pedal points 
and whole-tone scales appear. 
Art Blakey’s drums begin to 
chatter early in the first chorus, 
and marvelous, incessant 
dialogue between soloist and 
drummer begins that wiil 


stretch through the entire eleven- 


minute performance. A sort of 
comping outline of the tune is 
introduced by Monk at the end 
of his first chorus and developed 
brilliantly through the first half 
of his second; an interior note 
altered here; a momentary delay 
(or rush) there, the essence of 
the musician. Wilbur Ware is 
inconspicuous but valuable 
throughout. Monk’s attack 
becomes more furious toward 
the end of the solo, setting us up 
for one of his patented kickers. 


No one is more adept at leaving . 


a listener in suspense while 
waiting for the other shoe to fall, 
but this resolution is totally 
unexpected: rather than adding 
the usual closing disonance, 
Monk shouts verbally for 
“Coltrane, Coltrane!” 

‘Trane wasn’t ready for the 
call; he’s caught off guard, and 
momentarily can’t find the beat. 
The performance threatens to 


fall apart here, but note how - 


Monk stabilizes things, allowing 
Coltrane to settle in. By the first 
bridge, “Trane is on the case, 
digging in with Monk’s support 
and showing more attention to 
melodic development than his 
previous recordings with Miles 
Davis indicate. Blakey’s drums 
thunderously launch ‘Trane’s 
second chorus, and now the 
tenor and rhythm section are 
wailing in earnest. By the 
second bridge, Coltrane, Monk, 
Ware and Blakey are all 
throwing dares at each other, 
pulling in separate directions, 
creating an ecstatic tension; 
somehow they fall back together 
for a perfect resolution. 


Ray Copeland has the next 
two choruses, his brassy-boppish 
trumpet accompanied at first by 
only bass and drums. Monk 
creeps back in at the bridge, 
behind some splinter tones. The 
argument over Monk’s comping 
has gone on for years — Miles 
once threatened to punch Monk 
out if the pianist didn’t lay back 
behind his trumpet solos, but I 
know of no pianist more adept at 
both complementing and 
challenging a soloist. These 
Monkish talents were definitely 
not lost on Ware and Blakey: 
when Monk does a falling run 
behind Copeland’s second 
chorus it is quckly echoed by 
Wilbur, and Art imposes a nutty

waltz feeling on Ray’s second 
bridge. 

Ware takes only one chorus, 
but it is tightly structured. Each 
eight eight-bar section gets 


distinctive treatment: first some 
double-stop see-sawing against 
Blakey’s chatter, then straight 
walking with submerged 
melodic variations, a bridge 
consisting of one note 
rhythmically re-placed (could 
anything be more Monkian), 
ending with a two-note phrase 
that Blakey echoes and then 
turns into the first half-chorus of 
his solo. The two drum choruses 
that follow surely constitute the 
best Art Blakey solo on record, 
and perhaps the finest drum solo 
as well. To accept this last 
statement you must hear 
beyond technique; Art is 
certainly not the most polished 
percussionist, yet I am 
unconvinced that, say, Buddy 
Rich has ever made as much 
music in his life as Blakey gets 
into these two choruses. The 
Blakey arsenal of raps, rolls, 
swells and rim shots is organized 
to tell the most lyrical of drum 
stories. 


A concluding roll ushers in 
Coleman Hawkins for two 
choruses. Bean backs into his 
solo, as does Ware, in what can 
only be described as 1/3-time. 
Monk is back by the bridge, 
respectfully kicking the tenor 


sax patriarch. Rhythm was 
never Hawkins’s strongest suit, 
and he is submerged in a rhythm 
section of oblique brilliance, but 
he carries off his spot well, 
hitting some very expressive 
high notes along the way. Gigi 
Gryce, whose Parkerish alto 
sounds more iconoclastic in 
these surroundings than it 
actually is follows. He enters 
with an inspired two-note cry, 
but quickly turns more familarly 
boppish; Monk, meanwhile, 
grabs onto Gigi’s initial two 
notes and works with them for a 
full half-chorus. After some 
cooking alto, Monk takes a final 
chorus, letting loose in its final 
half like a dancing elephant. 
When the horns return for the 
final theme, their sound 
couldn’t be more correct. 


The performance described 
above is “Well, You Needn’t,” 
recently reissued on Thelonious 
Monk and John Coltrane 
(Milestone M-47011). The two 
records contain other 1957-8 
classics from Monk’s Riverside 
days: ‘‘Monk’s Mood,” with 
Ware and Coltrane, perhaps 


Monk’s most moving 
composition, in its finest 
performance; more septet 


pieces from the Monk’s Music 
session which produced “Well, 
You Needn’t,” including the 
rare blowing track “Blues for 
Tomorrow,” (on which Monk 
does not appear); and the only 
three tracks recorded by Monk’s 
legendary 1957 quartet of 
Coltrane, Ware and drummer 
Shadow Wilson. Of these three, 
“Nutty” and “Trinkle Trinkle” 
are blistering hard-blowing 
works, while the playing by 
‘Trane and Monk on “Ruby, My 
Dear” will break your heart. 
(Monk also did “Ruby” with 
Hawkins on the Monk’s Music 
session; it appears on the highly 
recommended The Hawk Flies 
(Milestone M-47015) which, in 
addition to very good Hawkins, 
features Fats Navarro, JJ 
Johnson, Milt Jackson and the 
1944 studio debut of one 
Thelonious Monk the 
Milestone/Prestige complex now 
has three double-album sets of 
non-pariel Monk, and the two 
Black Lion sets with Blakey 
from 1971 make eight 
unfaultable and easily 
obtainable Monk discs, for those 
who were unaware of the genius 
of Thelonious Monk, and for 
those who forgot.

The BSO and Giulini; Murray Perahia

I read some graffiti in an 
MBTA trolley that said this 
column covers so much chamber 
music that it ought to be called 
not the Ear Trumpet but the 
Chamber Pot, so it seemed a 
good time to drop in on the BSO 
and give a listen. At least the 
wall-writing didn’t say mene 
mene tekel upharisn. 

This has been a good year for 
the BSO from all viewpoints: 
playing, conductors, repertory 
and so on. I’ve caught a couple 
of the extraordinary events on 
the radio: Colin Davis’s subtle 
yet exceptionally powerful 
performance of Sir Michael 
Tippett’s new symphony, his 
third, a deeply felt, effectively 
constructed work of the greatest 
importance, one that really 
deserves your fullest attention; 
also a duly mocking reading of 
Schoenberg’s “‘Ode to Napoleon 
Buonaparte.”’ Daniel Windham 
was splendid as sprechstimme, 
turning Byron’s lines into 
rapiers; Paul Jacob’s pianism 
was pleasantly savage; Ozawa’s 
conducting was almost too 
fierce. 


The concert I attended was. 


retiring compared to the 
preceding, its three works 
conservative and generally 


restrained: Anton Webern's 
Passacaglia, Hindemith’s 
Mathis der Maler (Matthias the 
painter), and the Boston 
premiere (!) of the Bruckner’s 
symphony no. 2. Carlo Maria 
Giulini conducted: it’s quite 
discrepant to hear such 
frequently lovely and _ refined 
playing result from such large. 
stiff gestures. Written in the 
mid-30’s, Hindemith’s 
exploration of the trials of being 
an artist is a remarkably 
attractive piece, and this was 
the smoothest and shapeliest 
reading I’ve ever heard, yet 
carefully accented as well, 
especially in the happy first 
moven.ent and the potent finale. 
The Webern — early, short, 
wellmade, easy to comprehend, 
Parisian-flavored — plodded, | 
thought, but since there’s no 
recording of it that I’m familiar 
with, my reference standard was 
an imagined ideal. 

The Bruckner 2nd, over a 
century old, has never been 
heard here. Perhaps the reason 
is that, though each of the first 
three movements has moments 
that sound like Bruckner’s later 
works, the piece as a whole 
doesn’t succeed. True, the 
opening string voicings are 


utterly characteristic, evocative, 
quiet, pulsing and the scherzo, 
which seems to steal from the 
Eroica, has the same ‘nicely 
stomping persistency of 
Bruckner’s 7th. Further, the 
andante between those 
movements is almost as exalted 
as Bruckner’s mystical later 
symphonies, though with a 
gentleness from earlier in the 
century. But the finale strikes 
me as long, dim-witted, its 
enfeebling tedium making one 
forget what’s come before. And 
this in a version Bruckner edited 
rather vigorously. 


The BSO’s execution Friday 
afternoon of this piece wasn’t 
very good, and though Giulini 
had a more confident pace and 
far-sighted overview in mina 
Tuesday night the horns didn’t 
yet have their parts down. The 
BSO is not yet a consistently 
excellent orchestra. 

Recordings: Who in heaven's 
name would have thought that 
the most exciting recent release 
would have been Chopin’s two 
sonatas — such standard 
repertory! — played by a young 
pianist just beginning his 
career? Murray Perahia is the 
name; Columbia is the label; be 


prepared to hear all sorts of new 
sense made out of the familiar. 
Perahia’s intelligence is, 
frankly, as staggering as his 
technique. He phrases like a 
master, tying together the most 
disparate sections of the music; 
he probes, emphasizes interior 
surprises, and everywhere 
eschews received banalities. | 
intend the highest compliment 
in saying that throughout these 
performances one asks, how 
would Rosen have done that? 
would Brendel (if he played 
Chopin) have made a similar 
link to that earlier moment? Did 
this kid learn to rethink music 
from studying with Russell 
Sherman? It’s amazing. I 
wouldn’t part with my 
Rubinstein or Van Cliburn 
renditions of these two pieces, 
but I emphatically recommend 
this release. Columbia’s sound is 
superbly bright and resonant. 


The BSO does some 
spectacular playing on two new 
DG discs. But Ozawa’s 
interpretation of Berlioz’s 
Symphonie fantastique is rather 
characterless, if suave; I 
recommend Davis, Boulez, or 
Munch (also with Boston). 
Eugen Jochum similarly glides

glibly over Mozart’s “Jupiter” 
symphony without pointing out 
anything. It sounds good, but 
says little. On the other side is a 
first-rate reading of Schubert’s 
“Unfinished,” but Schwann 
lists almost three dozen for 
competition, including several 
also on DG. 


The DG disc to get is the 
Archive recording of Johannes 
Ockeghem’s Mass for the dead. 
Ockeghem was the teacher of 
Josquin, and this is moving, 
lovely, stately, music, its 
polyphony most ingenious, 
incessantly pardoying and 
overlapping in its lines. Bruno 
Turner’s Pro Cantione Antique 
of London is entirely 
comfortable with the genius of 
the 15th century. The disc is 
filled out with Josquin’s 
emotional Lamention on _ the 
death of Ockeghem. 


Bach is always being 
recorded. Harpsichordist 
Huguette Dreyfus plays the 
French suites stylishly on two 
DG discs. Her rhythm is steady 
but not mechanical, and there is 
little else to object to. She tends 
to change registration in a show- 
offy way, a la George Malcolm. 
However, Walcha on Mace is 
altogether preferable, and 
cheaper. The review pressings 
were so warped as to be 
unplayable at under 4 grams. 


Columbia has another 
Switched-on Bach pastiche from 
Walter Carlos, and it is, 
predictably, good fun, lively, 
idiomatic and utterly open in 
texture. Some of his new 
registrations, notably in “Sheep 
May Safely Graze,” are pure 
roller-rink, however, and he is 
awfully fussy in the long 
cadenza in the fifth 
Brandenburg; otherwise, the 
performances are like those of 
the first S.O.B. 


Brazilian pianist Joao Carlos 
Martins plays Romantic Bach 
(in fact, if anyone ever asks what 
is entirely inappropriate in this 
music, simply play any Martins 
Bach recording). His version of 
the first two partitas is available 
from Connoisseur. The influence 
of Glenn Gould — dry touch, 
clarity of voices, etc. — is 
somewhat more evident than in 
previous Martins Bach playing, 
but it’s still mannered, 
distended by rubato, the fugal 
entries absurdly spotlighted. It’s 
not saved by snazzy fingerwork, 
either: listen to what a mess is 
made in the fast part of the 
second partita’s Sinfonia. 


The gimmick on Boston 
harpsichordist Joseph Payne’s 
new Spaced-out Bach recording 
(RCA) is overdubbing; the 
various voices of these well- 
known pieces are thus spread 
out across your system. I don’t 
know if overdubbing makes the 
music easier or harder to play; 
Payne sometimes upsets his own 
admirable steadiness because of 
it, however. The approach 
otherwise is fairly 
straightfoward, although 
occasionally brutal in attack, 
pursuing the notes. The 
performer’s essay presents, 
almost incomprehensibly, the 
argument for spacing-out Bach’s 
counterpoint (i.e. you hear a 
little more, and technology 
permits it). The cover is vulgar 
beyond belief; contemptuous of 
the youth market, RCA 
obviously hopes Payne to be 
their Tony Newman or Virgil 
Fox (Payne has better taste than 
they do, however). As with all of 
the last four years, the review 
copy was grossly warped. To 
conclude: despite the 
disconcerting sonics, I'd take 
Payne over Kipnis or Leonhardt 
in these pieces, but the best 
choice is a $1.00 Vox disc with 
Helma Elsner’s sturdy readings. 
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Steeleye Span: NOW WE ARE 
SIX (Chrysalis CHR 1053 ) 


The score on Steeleye’s sixth 
is: five goodies, three baddies, 
with two undecided. The band 
has now gone fully electric and 
added a drummer. Sometimes it 
doesn’t matter: ‘‘Long-A- 
Growing” (also known as 
Trees They Do Grow High,” and 
Pentangle did it as “Lang-A- 
Growing’’) receives the typical 
hair-raising Steeleye ballad 
treatment. “Two Magicians” 
and “Drink Down the Moon” 


succeed on the basis of humor — _ 


certain types of songs Steeleye 
can always carry off. Plus three. 

It’s the numbers they couldn’t 
have done in their sleep that 
merit attention. They’ve taken 
an old fragment of rhyme and 
set it to music, but it’s music 
that suits rock palaces more 
than Child ballads. “Thomas 
the Rhymer’’ has a full 
complement of chunky boogie 
chords, but the brief fiddle 
interludes and the wonderstruck 
lilting vocals maintain the 
Steeleye aura. “Seven Hundred 
Elves” demonstrates what will 
hopefully be Steeleye’s next 
phase, full-blown electric 
enhancement of traditional 
melodies — folk-rock, like the 
old Byrds. ‘Elves’ switches 
between major and minor 
modes, with harmonies copped 
from old Jefferson Airplane. 
Two points more. 

“The Mooncoin Jig” is their 
token dance tune for the album; 
they’ve had at least one per 
album since Peter Knight 
(fiddle, mandolin, piano) joined 
the band. I’d give it full credit 
except that the band play a 
wicked set of reels in concert, 
and this little jig doesn’t match 
up. Another ballad, “Edwin,” 
falls victim to all the electric 
abuses that “Long-A-Growing”’ 
was designed to avoid, probably 


because it was a second-rate 


ballad to start with and needed 
all the help it could get. No 
score. 


Now many people don’t know 
this, but around December, 
when they started working out 
the material for this album, 
Peter and guitarist Bob Johnson 
both became proud fathers. To 
commemorate the joys of 
childhood et al, they put two 
nursery crymes on the record. 
“Now We Are Six’ deserves 
minimal credit for the 
authenticity of the riddles that 
make up its text: “Thirty white 
horses on a red hill: now they 
stamp, now they champ, now 
they stand still.’’ (Answer: 
teeth.) But “Twinkle Twinkle 
Little Star” only gives Peter an 
unparalleled chance to make a 
falsetto fool of himself. What 
could be worse? 

Well, when I last saw the 
band, they were performing a 
witty version of the Four 
Seasons’ “‘Rag Doll.’’ Now they 
do a halfwitty version of “To 
Know Him is to Love Him,” 
with David Bowie guesting on 
alto sax. Down three. Buy it only 
if you already own Parcel of 
Rogues.

This album was made in the 
old studio session manner. A 
popular instrumentalist, 
without a permanent group of 
his own to fall back on, 
assembled a small contingent of 
cohorts, chosen in part on the 
producer’s preference and public 
popularity (drummer Billy 
Cobham) but also including 
men that you won’t hear on 
every other contemporary 
recording (tenor saxophonist Joe 
Henderson and especially 
pianist Roland Hanna). The 
compositions are mostly. 
originals (four of Carter’s own), 
with a touch of jazz and pop. 
music standards (Miles Davis’ 
“All Blues” and “Will You Still 
Be Mine?’ respectively) for 
variety — none of the currently 
obligatory borrowing from 
Stevie Wonder, the various ex- 
Beatles or transfigured classical. 
I would welcome more albums 
made in this mid-fifties style 
(the engineer then, as now, was 
Rudy Van Gelder, and the style 
belongs to his Englewood Cliffs, 
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““prothers: Ira Gershwin’s lyrics 


ew Jersey studios as much as 
to a specific producer or record 
company); yet for all of its 
promise on paper, and several 
quite pleasant moments, All 
Blues is very much what the 


industry would call ‘‘now 
product.’’ And _ very 
disappointing. 


Bassist Carter must make a 
dozen of those new-formula 
sessions per week; he and 
Henderson, in fact, participate 
in a spunkier-than-most recent 
example, Johnny Hammond’s 
Higher Ground (Kudu KU-16). 
By choosing to work with a 
quartet of acoustic instruments, 
Ron has clearly opted for the 
environment he became 
accustomed to while a member 
of the Miles Davis Quintet, but 
what is the end result? Two 
broken-field melodies in tenor- 
bass unison, “A Feeling” and 
“Rufus,” that sound like pieces 
of the same cloth; a saccharine 
ballad for the piano, “Light 
Blue”; “117 Special’? and the 
title piece, two blues that 
proceed slowly and softly so as 
not to wake the neighbors; and a 
short self-accompanied bass 
feature. Carter sounds warm, 
correct and complacent; 
Cobham fires off occasional 
reports but sounds fairly 
ordinary as a straight time 
player; Hanna chips in sunny 
pleasantries, an Oscar Peterson 
without _the flourishes; and 
Henderson manages to preserve 
his melodic resources while 
delivering what must be his 
most constrained recorded 
performance. These men 
couldn’t play badly if they tried, 
but the record should have been 
twice as compelling as it is.

NOTHING THRILLED US HALF 
AS MUCH: FRED ASTAIRE 
SINGS AND DANCES HIS 
GREATEST HITS (Epie FLS 
15103) 


Fred Astaire is as agile with a 
song lyric as he is on the dance 
floor. The wildly romantic 
dreams and notions of the 1930’s 
become immediate and real on 
this fine collection of songs from 
Astaire’s original movie 
soundtracks. The songs span his 
early Hollywood days, from 
“Cheek to Cheek” (Top Hat, 
1935) to “I Ain’t Hep To That 
Step But Dig It’ (Second 
Chorus, 1940). And one can only 
imagine Mr. Astaire crooning 
these ditties, not in a recording 
studio, but inside the frothy, 
tinsel world of his films. 

The majority of the songs are 
written by the Gershwin 
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can reach the height of 
nightclub. wit, (You say 
tomaatoe, I say tomotoe. Let’s 
call the whole thing off!) or 
wallow in the most delightfully 
soppy Hollywood romanticism 
imaginable (I’m happy as a pup 
since love looked up at me). The 
record transcends camp, 
however, because Astaire sings 
as if he believes every word. 
When he warbles that he’s been 
‘looking the landscape over, and 
it’s coming up four leaf clover” 
he actually does sound like the 
happiest soul alive. He can soar 
with a bemused and 
sophisticated weightlessness or 
fall into deep, fluffy layers of 
sentimentality. His tap-dancing 
is heard sporadically during the 
instrumental passages, and it 
acts as a complementary 
instrument. The musicians, 
though nameless, are a truly 
excellent swing band, more alive 
than most. In the late ’30’s 
Hollywood had the money to 


. buy the best. 


Throughout his career Astaire 
demonstrated unflagging 
elegance and grace, and they are 
very much in evidence here. 
Even more than sophistication 
and polish, however, there is an 
enthusiasm about living that he 
communicates so well to his 
audience. He sings from a 
simplicity and an innocence 
that was fading then and seems 
amazingly alien and distant 
today, but there is such happy 
energy to the man that, for me, 
the hokum becomes real. This 
collection is the type of record 
that makes me want to tap- 
dance down the street. It is 
joyful. As Mr. Astaire sings, 
‘‘Happiness is not a riddle, when 
I’m listening to that big bass 
fiddle.”

Harry Partch: THE 
BEWITCHED. The University of 
Illinois Musical Ensemble. John 
Garvey, conductor. (CRI SD 
304). 

Harry Partch is, with John 
Cage, preeminent among our 
musical iconoclasts. Their fates, 
however, have been dissimilar. 
Playing the role of mischief- 
maker has been a natural for the 
garrulous Cage, and he has 
become a one-man counter- 
institution. Ironically, Cage’s 
baiting stance and 
championship of aleatory 
procedures have gradually been 
appropriated by the academics 
he has consistently opposed. 
Partch, on the other hand, has 
remained a prophet without 
honor. For nearly forty years, he 


“blithely 
musical 
precedent, practice, and theory. 
Instead, he has searched in the 
past and in the traditions of 
other cultures for formal models, 
and has fashioned new 
instruments to present his own 
eclectic style of musical theater. 

It is therefore a pleasure to 
welcome back The Bewitched, 
Partch’s satirical ritual opera 
now attractively reissued by 
CRI. Composed during 1952-55 
in the explosive experimental 
atmosphere of San Francisco, 
The Bewitched is more than an 
historical curiosity today. Its 
dramatic structure possesses an 
antic surrealist logic based on 
the picaresque adventures of 
three ‘‘undergrads”’ transformed 
by a witch. Beginning with their 
transfiguration in a Hong Kong 
music hall, they pass through 
the shower room of a defeated 
basketball team en route to a 
“daemonic descent while at 
cocktails.” The satire of mid- 
American preoccupations exists 
just below the burlesque surface, 
which mixes sheer zaniness with 
the trappings of primitive 
ritualized theater. Musically, 
The Bewitched is an inspired 
hodgepodge of transformed 
African and American Indian 
rhythms and contrapuntal 
ideas. There is more than a hint 
of irony and contrariness, and 
Partch even includes a madcap 
little quotation from ‘“Ten Little 
Indians”’ to make fun of his more 
staid Americana-hunting 
colleagues. 


His instruments are the real 
stars of the piece. Fashioned 
into striking graphic shapes, 
Partch’s glass bells and 
‘*harmonic canons” are made to 
share the theatrical space with 
the actors and dancers. All are 
constructed to be plucked or 
bonked — made for the hands of 
man more than for his brain. 
Amidst the wealth of timbral 
resource, the human voice seems 


deindividualized, confined to 
episodes of chanting, 
whispering, moaning, and 


coughing. By universalizing the 
voice, Partch transforms the 
performers into communicants 
of some half-remembered, 
passionately believed ritual. 
Elevating The Bewitched into a 
ritual, however, exaggerates 
Partch’s seriousness and slights 
his sense of humor. It is, in fact, 
the tension between showman 
and shaman which generates his 
unique creative energies and 
makes The Bewitched 
consistently appealing.

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ree UZ Does Two

The UZ Company, in IF YOL 
PLEASE, by Andre Breton and 
Philippe Soupault, and WHAT 
YOU WILL, by Larry Loonin. 
Both directed by Larry Loonin. 
At the Cambridge Folk and Tale, 
861- Main St., Central Square. 

I wasn’t aware that any 
“coffee-house” style theater was 
being done in the Boston area 
until the UZ company and 
Polyarts staged these two pieces. 
Breton has a reputation that 
tends to scare off some people; 
he seems to have tried a little of 
everything in his intellectual 
career, including Rimbaud, the 
Party, Freud, Dada, and 
automatic writing. But there 
shouldn’t be any problems here, 
because If You Please is from 
1919, a very early piece, and a 
delight all the way — or at least 
in the third act, which is what 
UZ is performing. 

This is a comic satire, a 
picture of a world in which 
everything and everyone gets its 
tidy comeuppance. The 
character Letoile runs a society 
turned bizarre and bureaucratic, 
reduced to futile craziness. The 
comedy is sneaky, but forceful 
and unsettling. Politics is a 
matter one dismisses with 
symbolic phone calls, personal 
problems are given short shrift 
(in the true sense of the word), 
altruism is a con and so gets 
conned in return, and even 
Letoile himself is mocked by his 
secretary’s strange speculations. 

The cast is superb, but | 
especially liked Eloise Watt’s 
turn as the secretary; she 
manages to play a kind of 
metaphysical Judy Holliday, 
and, a feat even more 
remarkable, does it with her 
mouth crammed full of the 
sugared placebos Letoile offers 
the world. Mac Everett plays 
beautifully a character called 
‘‘Agreeable Man,” and though 
he is the only really sane person 
on stage, his performance, where 
madness rules, paradoxically 
makes him look crazy. 

Larry Loonin has directed the 
company with precision, good 
pace and timing, and intelligent 
slyness. His own play, more a 
sketch than a one-actor, is 
obviously designed as a 


complementary piece, an 
“answer” to Breton’s view of an 
absurd and futile world. It uses 
roughly similar tactics and 
rather pointedly offers a 
spokesman at the play’s end who 
counters Letoile’s cosmic 
indifference with a staunch 
Marxist rallying cry (thus the 


title What You Will, with the 
emphasis on ‘‘will,’’ and no 
apparent Shakespearean 
reference). 


This isn’t a heavy piece, 
however, even if it does try to 
“place” man in his social and 
political evolution, because it 
manages to stay funny and 
satiric in its first half. 
Competition, solipsism, testing, 
and academic scrambling (all 
symbolic) are the targets, and 
Loonin uses some clever tricks to 
hit them. He knows his 
stagecraft well enough to 
achieve comic effects that are 
matched to the themes and 
movements of the play, so that 
the mere mention of ‘‘a 
Guggenheim” cracks up the 
audience. 

But I also think that the 
second half of What You Will, 
despite the efforts of the 
consistently good cast, is a lot 
flatter than what goes before. It 
needs a concentration on what 
is spoken far more than on what 
is shown, so that there can be a 
smooth flow from bit to bit until 
the climax. I think I see what 
Loonin intends in suggesting the 
Stripped and Re-made Man, 
but I can’t help but wish that 
man spoke with as much wit as 
the “M.C.” Bill Olland. 

So there are some good things 

here, despite the uneven quality 
of the second piece. Even that 
has its moments, and the 
evening is loose, funny, and 
enjoyable.

waxing enthusiastic over the 
City Center Acting Company’s 
visit, saying that at last we 
could see real repertory. Well, 
starting this week, the Boston 
Rep will have four plays 
performing on alternate days: 
Animal Farm, The Little Prince, 
Home Free! and Luv. And if all 


the plays don’t have all the 
company’s actors in each of 
them (you can’t fit fourteen 
actors into a_ three-character 
play), everyone seems to be in 
at least two, and sometimes an 
actor in one play is directing 
another, and that’s good enough 
for me to count as “‘real 
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repertory.” 

Second, an apology to Murray 
Schisgal: I'd never seen your 
play before, and I didn’t even 
see the movie, so I’m coming to 
this fresh. You’ re a very funny 
man! I like stereotypes, and 
yours are. And you are the only 
man I know in the history of 
theater who has written a 
hilarious play about twenty- 
seven suicide-attempts. The 
suave go-getter, the born loser, 
and the bitchy intellectual wife 
are particularly funny types 
when they carry our 
expectations beyond the bounds 
of action that we can anticipate. 
I like having the disappointed 
wife hand her husband a large 
graph-chart of their annual 
sexual experiences while saying, 
with the matter-of-factness that 
usually accompanies the casual 
passing of a newspaper article, 
“Read this.”’ I like the catalogue 
of immoral perversions that rises 
in comic intensity from whoring, 
to smoking marijuana, to taking 
guitar lessons. And I like hating 
that blond perennial winner, 
Milt Manville, and loving that 
grotesque walking fire-hydrant, 
Harry Berlin. You make me 
laugh. 

Finally, some praise 
for this production: Joseph 
Wilkins has directed his three 
actors with perfect pace and 
split second timing. The leap 
over the bridge is well worth the 
price of admission! And the 
actors, every one of them, are as 
consistent and different from 
one another as could be wished. 
It’s a tribute to Gerald Bernstein 
that he can make me laugh at 
Milt Manville even while hating 
him, and David Zucker’s 
triumph is that he makes me 
feel sorry for Harry Berlin even 
while I’m laughing at him. Why 
they are both fighting over Ellen 
Manville I’ll never know; she’s 
very funny (Dorothy Meyer. 
that is), but that’s not what they 
want. I guess it’s all really 
happening just to make a lot of 
people happy on Friday nights 
at the Rep.

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Books: oseph Brodsky,The Woman’s Eye 


By Joshua Rubenstein 
SELECTED POEMS by Joseph 
Brodsky. Translated by George 
Kline, Harper & Row, 172 pp.. 
$5.95. 

For more than a decade 
Yevtushenko and Voznezhensky 
have attracted much attention 
in the West, but Joseph Brodsky 
has inspired greater admiration 
among students of Russian, not 
merely because of his ungiue 
biography but because of the 
unique quality of his verse. 

There is no explicit political 
significance in Brodsky’s poetry, 
no breast-beating or attempts to 
instill any form of didactic logic. 
Even in the small group of 
poems that reflect his twenty 
months of enforced exile in 
northern Siberia — the solitary 
trudging through muddy fields 
or nights when his only company 
was a candle — he never 
unleashes a poem into areas 
where poetry is not required. 
When he recalls a prison cell or a 
hospital, his vision remains 
intensely introspective, even 
mystical, and wholly non- 
political. 

Many of the poems draw their 
themes and imagery from Greek 
and Christian mythology. The 
poem Lycomedes on 
Scyros,”’ one of the finest in this 
collection, speaks of Theseus 
and the Minotaur, of returning 
heroes and their lonely duties. 
Violence hovers near-by, not to 
be assumed or forgotten. ‘When 
all is said and done, a murder is/ 
a murder. And we mortals have 
a duty/ to take up arms against 
all monsters. Who/ maintains 
that monsters are immortal? 
And in an early sonnet written 
in 1961 the first verse announces 
the death of Hector while the 
last ten lines, like an 
afterthought to an event the 
poet prefers not to recall, 
present Ajax succumbing to a 
mortal wound, wading and 
sinking beneath the waters. 


The inevitable intrusions of 
time or death provoke silent, 
muted resignation, never 
screams of grief or remorse. 
Places and objects become 
echoes of events they have 
witnessed or survived, yet 
remain unable to resurrect the 
emotions or the people who have 
fled. In his magnificent poem 
“Einem alten Architekten in 
Rom,” Brodsky speaks of the 
still extensive ruins of a city 
seventeen years after the war 
has ended. “Life rages from both 
sides of broken walls,/though 
lacking trait of stone or face of 
granite./ It looks ahead, since 
there’s no wall behind../ 
Although the bushes are alive 
with shadows..” 

In “Postscriptum” the poet 
regrets his inability to prolong a 
relationship whose intensity has 
subsided. “‘How sad that my life 
has not come to mean/ for you 
what your life came to mean for 
me.” No matter how many coins 
he entrusts to a telephone, it 
cannot re-instill a passion which 
no longer exists. But after love 
has faded memories must not be 
abandoned. In ‘‘Adieu, 
Mademoiselle Veronique” a 
cherished armchair cannot 
retrieve a vanished lover. ‘But 
the worst of all is/ the thought 
that the chair might be dumped 
together/ with others in storage. 
If this should ever/ take place, I 
would carve on its back a 
picture/ of a delicate dove, with 
her mate beside her.” 

Out of respect for time: and 
time’s decrees Brodsky instills 
his verse with unblinking 
resignation, not allowing grief to 
overwhelm a dignity he 
perceives in stillness. In the 
long, extraordinary dialogue 
between ‘‘Gorchakov and 
Gorbunov,”’ two of whose cantos 
are translated here, he asserts 
that “Life is but talk hurled in 
the face of silence.’’ After the 


death of Hector, ‘The far sobs of 
Andromache are muted.” 

This is the first extensive 
collection of Brodsky’s verse in 
English and he has been 
admirably served. The 
translator, George Kline, 
maintains a strict allegiance to 
the meter of Brodsky’s line but 
he has had to forego reproducing 
the audacious rhyme schemes 
Brodsky achieves in the original 
Russian verses. Occasionally, 
this lack of rhyme in the 
translations considerably 
detracts from the power of 
Brodsky’s own verse. In “A 
Christmas Ballad’’ the 
translation reproduces 
Brodsky’s startling collage of 
nocturnal imagery yet without 
the rhyme, it fails to convey the 
essentially lyrical quality of the 
original poem. But where 
Professor Kline has been able to 
preserve the rhyme scheme, as 
in ‘Verses on the Death of T. S. 
Eliot,’’-where the third section is 
written in rhyming couplets, 
Brodsky’s full intentions are 
adequately transposed. 

I have had space to mention 
only few of the poems I most 
admire in this collection. And 
although it is high time for 
Brodsky’s poetry to receive 
greater attention than the 
vicissitudes of his life, I cannot 
help but mention that he now 
lives in America, having been 
“invited” to apply for a visa by 
certain worthies in the Soviet 
Union. Reading his poetry it is 
hard to see why they were so 
offended. But then Brodsky 
believes that “‘what art strives 
for is to be precise/ and not tell 
us lies.”’ Perhaps that was 
enough. 


THE WOMAN’S EYE, edited and 
with an introduction by Anne 
Tucker, Knopf, 170 pages. 315 
cloth, $6.95 paper. 


In the Introduction to The 
Woman's Eye, Anne Tucker, 
herself a photographer, 
reiterates the questions that 
women in all of the arts have 
been asking in recent years: 
‘tare certain sensibilities 
uniquely feminine? Can these be 
deciphered in a particular 
individual’s art? ... Can a 
women’s art be received fairly in 
an art world dominated by 
men?’’ She goes on to present 
not an answer, but an 
exploration of the question in 
terms of the work of ten women 
photographrs. She has selected 
examples of each woman’s work 
and analyzed it in the context of 
the artist’s era, her philosophy, 
and her personality. The 
introduction is itself a fine essay 
both on the problems faced by 
women photographers and the 
distorted images of women 
prevalent in the work of male 


photographers: “‘catalogues for 
wet dreafns.” ~ 
The photographers 


represented in the book span a 
time range of nearly a century, 
and an even greater range of 
technique and sensibility. I was 
most strongly drawn to the 
earlier photographers: there is a 
kind of directness and strength 
even in the romantic photos of 
Gertrude Kasabien, and more 
clearly in the work of Frances 
Benjamin Johnson. Criticized 
because she ‘‘drank beer, 
smoked and daringly showed her 
ankles,’ Johnson responded 
with the photograph that is my 
favorite in the book: a self- 
portrait in which, under a 
mantelpiece filled with 
photographs of sternly proper 
men, she holds a cigarette in one 
hand and a stein of beer in the 
other and nonchalantly displays 
her ankles. Her photographs of 


workers are simple — neither 
sensationalized nor 
romanticized, and one is 


especially moving: a woman 
working in a shoe factory looks 
up at the camera patiently and 
wearily her hands still on her 
sewing machine. Her face, soft, 
almost young, speaks not of 
dramatic torment but of 
monotony and resignation. 


There is some of Margaret 
Bourke White’s marvelous, 
immediate work, and Dorthea 
Lange’s stark protraits of 
farmers during the Depression 
that cancel the images of cheery 
health popularized by The 
Waltons. Berenice Abbott’s 
studies of New York in the 
thirties had a special appeal for 
me, a refugee from a later, more 
squalid Manhattan. Barbara 
Morgan’s fascination with 
motion comes through in some 
of her photographs here, 
particularly those from her 
series on Martha Graham. 


Diane Arbus’ work I’ve always 
passionately disliked, for the 
reason many people do: I find it 
cold and exploitive. Despite 
Tucker’s admiration, this book 
confirmed my feelings. Alissa 
Wells seems to use “effects”’ 
more than the other women in 
the book, and her use of them is 
fascinating. I liked Judy Dater’s 
studies of women, but was 
disturbed by Tucker’s 
description of how Dater and her 
photographer-husband work 
together: Dater seems to accept 
and work with the fact that he 
“is interested in women because 
of their mysteries. If they are 
pretty, he relates to them 
sexually through the camera.”’ 


Finally there is Bea Nettles, 
the youngest woman 
represented, whose work seems 
to be created as metaphors for 
her own life. It is interesting, but 
its subjectivity makes it difficult 
for me to get.into her framework.

More Books: Whence Watergate?

Analysts of the Watergate 
affair have offered several ideas 
of where to place the 
responsiblity as well as the 
blame. Some of these ideas have 
the eerie quality of isolating 
individuals and _ institutions 
from their financial roots. The 
errors of Watergate then appear 
as human sin or as an abuse of a 
basically healthy political 
system. 

The most popular notion of 
this kind is the Bad Man theory, 
Richard Nixon being the Bad 
Man. Frank Mankiewicz’s book, 
Perfectly Clear, is the finest 
example of this view, charting 
the inexorable raise of poor 
Richard from his early 
campaigns of defamation to his 
present ignominious lowliness. 
The political crimes that were 
featured on a summer day-time 
television series are laid at the 
various tax-payer financed 
doorsteps of a single malevolent 
individual. Mankiewicz even 
includes a letter from Albert 
Speer on the Fuhrerprinzip (the 
leader principle) in the book’s 
appendix. The inclusion of a 
statement from the former top 
Nazi confirms all suspicion 
about who Richard Nixon really 
is. But the Bad Man thesis is no 
more convincing than the idea 
that the Third Reich sprang 
whole from the skull of Adolf 
Hitler. Although Nixon is 
particularly obnoxious and 
venal, or as Adlai Stevenson 
called him, “Joe McCarthy in a 


white collar,” he is not the fount 
of all evil. 

One of the more important 
responses to the national trauma 
has been the reconsideration of 
the monarchic institution of the 
presidency. The Imperial 
Presidency is the title of Arthur 
M. Schlesinger, Jr.’s new book. 
Schlesinger follows the growth 
of presidential power from the 
New Deal days, when a benign 
father figure asked for and 
received broad powers to deal 
with Depression chaos, through 
the Second World War, Korean 
and Vietnam wars, to the 
Nixonian present. Nixon 
entered an office that was geared 
to the excesses he naturally 
spins off; countervailing 
safeguards, as provided in the 
Constitution, are needed. 


Schlesinger’s history seems 
fragmentary and pallid. The 
spirit of Watergate is lost in the 
careful prose; it is reduced to a 
delirious individual and 
institution. If the Nixon era is a 
magnified version of earlier 
White House practice, then a 
certain continuity has been 
preserved. 

Schlesinger finds the major 
mistake of Nixon’s predecessors 
in their failure to always seek 
legal approval of their actions. 
The Korean War, for instance, 
was fought without 
congressional approval, 
although it would have been 
forthcoming if Truman had 
requested it. Schlesinger writes, 
“Even if the attack on South 
Korea carried no immediate and 
direct threat to the United 
States... it nonetheless did 
demand an extremely quick 
decision with quick import for 
American security.”” He seems 
to regard the cohesive power of 


legalism apart from the nature 
of events. If there was no 
immediate and direct threat to 
the United States, then 
American security was not 
involved and no quick decision 
was necessary; the fragmentary 
outiook can result in 
doublethink. Schlesinger still is 
unquestioning about our first 
post-World War II Asian war. 
The threat to freedom remains 
in Korea, of course. But it is in 
the form of 55,000 American 
troops permanently stationed 
there to prop up a manifestly 
unpopular and autocratic 
regime. (Interested readers 
should check out I.F. Stone’s 
The Hidden History of the 
Korean War.) 

One gathers from The 
Imperial Presidency that if only 
things had been done more 
carefully, if the actions had 
remained the same (at least in 
the early cold war under 
Truman) but the manner had 
been different, the nation might 
have been spared. Schlesinger 
questions, “Why not let CIA 
concentrate on intelligence 
collection and analysis, which it 
did well, and forego the cloak 
and dagger life?’ This is a 
curious and superficial view. 
Surely a former presidential 
adviser knows why not. A 
disturbing answer is being 
avoided with a reasonable tone. 

The history that is needed is 
not provided here. The question 
posed about the CIA might be a 
good place to start. Apparently, 
the CIA is divided into various 
factions, with the more liberal 
factions based in intelligence 
and the more conservative based 
in operations. How has this split 
expressed itself in recent years 
and was it an aspect of a split 


within the ruling class? The 
intelligence agencies quarrelled 
almost openly in the Nixon era. 
The CIA regarded the FBI as 
incompetent and the FBI 
jealously protected its 
bureaucratic prerogatives. J. 
Edgar Hoover’s rejection of the 
Juston masterplan of 1970 seems 
to verify this. In what way did 
Hoover’s illegal counter- 
intelligence action against the 
New Left fit into this conflict? 
The presence of the left and 
the social movements of the 
sixties are not accounted for in 
Schlesinger’s book. Yetthe 
developing movements of blacks 
and students (and other war 
opponents) seems to have been a 
central preoccupation of the 
American presidency in the past 
decade. The various trials of 
recent years — the Conspiracy, 
Harrisburg 8, Gainesville 
Vietnam vets, among others — 
were the chronological prelude 
to Watergate. Nixon began to 
move on the stalwart liberals 
and the Democrats after the left 
had been disorganized with 
tiring and seemingly never- 
ending legal defense work. 
Establishment liberals spent 
the late sixties trying to prove 
that the number of Panthers 
killed by police was lower than 
the Panther lawyer claimed; the 
actual dead were of secondary 
interest. The self-righteous had 
forgotten the maxim: First they 
came for the Communists, but 
since I was not Communist I did 
not protest; then they came for 
the Jews... It is not peripheral to 
mention that in that more 
innocent period Schlesinger, in a 
memorable essay, said that it 
was time to blow the whistle on 
New Left historians who pointed 
to an American role in initiating 


the cold war; Mankiewicz was 
then writing strategies in his 
syndicated column on how to 
isolate the student left. (A more 
discursive and ad hominem 
argument: Perhaps it would be 
more appropriate if Schlesinger 
wrote plaintive apologies rather 
than books. Anyone who had a 
hand in promoting Eduardo 
Frei, a key instigator of the 
bloody coup in Chile, ought to 
be contrite and less evangelic. 
Frei was the ideal representative 
of Schlesinger’s life-long 
political goal of a Third Force 
between capitalism and 
socialism. The Chilean vital 
center, however, proved to be 
distrustful of democracy as well 
as socialism.) 

» It is indicative of Schlesinger’s 
approach that he uses the word 
“imperial” as a descriptive 
adjective rather than as a 
reference to imperialism. He 
does not see politics and 
economics as essentially unified. 
This allows him to prescribe 
hopeful reforms in the classic 
liberal tradition, as if balancing 
the problem would solve it. 
However, the cancer on the 
presidency did not 
spuntaneously generate there 
and cannot be surgically 
removed. 

Schlesinger’s book (and 
Mankiewicz’s) are narrow and 
selective histories. The 
reduction of the crisis to Nixon 
and the presidency is as 
obfuscating as it is enlightening. 

The difficult and enduring 
question of substance is that of 
impeaching Harold Geneen and 
David Rockefeller. Impeaching 
Nixon may be a step in this 
longer and more perilous process 
but it is not the final 
redemption.

White, White, White

What’s the main comment’ 


one can make about the clothes 
decreed in fashion for this 
Spring and Summer? They can 
never be too white. 

The fashion idea right now is 
that any‘ group of well-dressed 
men should look like a come-as- 
you-are party in the Good 
Humor garage. Aside from the 
fact, of course, that Good 
Humor men don’t pay $300 for 
their ice cream suits. 
Fashionable men do'— for suits 
that this Spring are supposed to 
be white as milk spilled in deep 
snow. 
~~~ Conspiracy theorists take 
note: While no tangible link 
from the men’s fashion designers 
has yet been made to the folks 
who run dry cleaning stores they 
don’t seem at the very least to be 
terribly unhappy about the 
incoming fashion. Federal law 
requires that all garments carry 
labels specifying cleaning 
instructions. These garments 
ought to carry a warning that 
the wearer should not step 
within 30 yards of a dish of 
beets. 

But, white it is for the spring 
and summer — in linen, if you 
-really want to do it properly; or 
in flannel; even tweed; or 
polyester if you’re an off-the- 
piperack type. 

As you may have guessed, this 
is the Gatsby Look continuing 
even now that the film is out in 
all its colossal turkey-dom. The 
film may have flopped, but the 
Gatsby Look certainly has not. 
Its your basic rousing success —- 
as far as the men who design and 
sell clothes are concerned. 

And white, of course, is what 
Jay Gatsby and his guests wore 
on all those waning afternoons 
around the pool in West Egg. 
They wore white on the tennis 
courts, too — which may explain 
why it isn’t just suits that are 
supposed to be blanco this 
spring and summer, but sports 
clothing too. We’re back to 


white duck pants like Big Bill 
Tilden wore charging the nets of 
the late 20’s. 

Ralph Lauren is the designer 
who started it all, much to the 
chagrin of George Frazier who 
has been sniping at Lauren in 
his column ever since the hoopla 
for the film and Lauren’s designs 
for it began lo these many 
months ago. Frazier has plenty 
to snipe at, viz. Lauren’s 
statement that “I don’t think 
the Gatsby look has influenced 
me but that I influenced the 
look. Even if I didn’t do the film, 
I would always do the look. I had 
these fabrics (meaning flannel 
and linen) in my line before the 
film. It has nothing to do with 
Gatsby himself, but with the 
style and grace of that era, 
updated to suit the 
contemporary man. Gatsby is 
only a vehicle for pinpointing 
the look. It’s a vehicle for stores 
to use so that the consumers will 
relate to the elegant look of the 
mid 20’s. Just because it’s come 
into vogue, it’s still the same 
thing that I have been doing and 
relating to.” 

You may notice Lauren 
backing away from Jay Gatsby a 
bit. Which makes a fair bit of 
sense to anyone among the brave 
few who have actually seen the 
movie much less read the book 
— Gatsby, you may recall, was 
by trade a bootlegger. That’s 
how he got the money to build 
that pool in West Egg. And who 
wants to look like a bootlegger? 

Moreover, as a designer John 
Weitz sniffs, “You must also 
remember, Gatsby was not very 
well regarded. He was not 
stylish. He’s like his creator, 
Fitzgerald, a Midwesterner who 
regarded everything from 
Princeton on as an adventure.” 
Take that, Ohio! 


So, while it may or may not 
have anything to do with the 
reviews the ‘Great Gatsby”’ 
stinkeroo has been getting, 
you'll notice a definite trend 


among fashion spokesmen to 


back away from the Gatsby. 


label as rapidly as possible. The 
operative word now is 
“elegance.” 

Weitz profeses disinterest in 
the whole question of labels: 
“Which journalistic sentence to 
choose — the country look, the 
return to elegance, the European 
look, the high crotch look or the 
chicken-chested look — does not 
concern me. If you live long 
enough you really don’t concern 
yourself with labels.”” However, 
he admits his line is going to be 
elegant as all get-out. 


Bill Blass, too, is returning to_ 


elegance. He thinks the karma is 
right — at least that’s how his 
statements sound: “The look 
has been in the air . . . It will be 
around for some time and I can’t 
imagine making a resort or 
summer collection without a 
couple of white suits, or blazer 
and white pants get-ups.” 

But remember what Lauren 
said about updating elegance for 
the contemporary man: “That’s 
not as subtle as it sounds, 
according to designer Hardy 
Amies: “T’'ll tell you what the 
biggest difference is between the 
look of the 1920’s and of today. 
Today they look like there’s 
nothing on underneath. In the 
1920’s they looked as if they’d 
take a good ten minutes to get 
ready for action.” 

So now, instead of saying 
“Gatsby” they’re talking about 
‘‘elegance.’’ Gentleman’s 
Quarterly came out with an 
entire issue devoted to the 
“Pursuit of Elegance.” That, sir, 
is not a race that goes simply to 
the swift. Elegance is no easy 
matter. Which would you say be 
a more elegant gift to your lady 
— 12 dozen daisies or one perfect 
rose? If you fell for the old 
canard about one perfect rose, 
you just don’t understand 
elegance — because a gross of 
daisies is just so much more 
chic, says GQ, than one gross- 


out rose. They have a whole list 
of choices. Geneva is elegant, 
Zurich isn’t. Liberation is, 
feminism, isn’t. Monogrammed 
ice cubes are, while 
monogrammed station wagons 
aren’t. Cagney is elegant; Bogart 
is not. It goes on and on. None 
of it makes much sense. It 
doesn’t have to. If GQ says it 
makes sense, there are those who 
will fight to the death anyone 
who questions that it doesn’t. So 
be warned. 

And, if elegance doesn’t come 
easy, it doesn’t come cheap 
either. That same issue of GQ is 
filled solid with ‘‘elegant’’ 
clothing. And a lot of it, of 
course, is white — like the white- 
on-white striped velvet suit by 
Madonna for a mere $300. A 
white flannel suit by Stanley 
Blacker goes for a far more 
reasonable $130, and is worn 
with an $8 pink shirt and a $5 
madras butterfly bow tie. 

The bow ite, one should note, 
is optional. These suits, often, 
are designed to be worn casually 
and that means, no tie. Oh, if 
you want to be extremely 
elegant, you can go with an 
ascot. But, more often than not, 
you leave your tie in the drawer 
and your shirt open with your 
adam’s apple showing. 

There are some requisites, 
however, and wing-tipped two- 
toned shoes would seem to be de 
riguer. Black and white, 
preferably. If you wish to be 
somewhat less formal. go with 
saddle shoes just like in the old 
1950’s movies. Pullover V-neck 
sweaters are definitely called for 
— with or without sleeves. But, 
turtle necks are out as they can 
possibly be — even though the 
Ritz now allows one to wear a 
turtleneck in its dining room. 
But, of course, the Ritz always 
waits for something to become 
passe before deciding it’s 
acceptable. 

For just knocking around, 
white is the basic color again — 


try ‘a white suede jacket by 
Stanley Blacker ($135) perhaps, 
with white flannel pants by 
Flamingo Joe or someone else for 
about $16. 

Interestingly enough, with all 
the emphasis on white in suits 
and sportsclothes, white shirts 
haven’t fully made a comeback 
themselves. Pastel colors seem 
to offset the white clothing best, 
and they’re what you see in all 
the magazine layouts. However, 
for dark-colored suits, white 
shirts seem to be very in. But get 
shirts with longish collars — 
even long-collared button-down 
oxfords. 

With all the stress on white, 
this is not supposed to be a 
colorless spring and summer. 
Color comes from your tie — 
preferably a bowtie — or from 
your handkerchief, which is 
almost a virtual requirement of 
a white suit look to avoid 
making you look like a doctor on 
hospital rounds. 

Ironically, men’s fashion is 
heading off in rather extreme 
directions just as women’s 
fashion seems to be settling 
down. The extravaganzas of the 
nineteen fifties and the sudden 
changes of the sixties seem to 
have burned themselves out. 
Women are dressing far more 
conservatively than a lot of men. 

The reason seems to be 
political: Ten years ago, fashion 
was designed to enhance a 
woman as an ornament to her 
man. Today, women simply 
refuse to see themselves as 
ornaments anymore. They’re 

le. 

Well, you've got to sell clothes 
somehow. Messrs. Lauren, 
Weitz, Blass, et al, were 
primarily (and probably still 
are) women’s clothing designers. 
But, they’re feeling somewhat 
frustrated by women’s fashion 
resistance these days. So, 
they’ve turned to the men-folk. 

Which may mean it’s time for 
men’s liberation to get going.

feeling that finally someone is 
going to find out. 

It’s a less’ than serious 
question, but it has serious 
consequences for dress, coat, 
sportswear and shoe buyers in 
every store: will women buy and 
wear skirts and dresses this 
year? How many? Is it trend or 
fad, new direction or false 
alarm? 

After years of dieting their 
hips to pants-thin dimension, 
will women let their waists 
expand again as in the Jackie 
Kennedy era (fact: average 
waist grew 2” under those no- 
waist dresses. )? 

No one can begin to psyche 
out clothing directions in this 
decade without first taking into 
account changing attitudes 
toward sex, money, and 
lifestyle. 

We walk to work, climb 
ladders, and pack boxes. We 
travel, play sports, roll clothes in 
a ball, and throw them into the 
washing machine to see what 
happens. We want to stretch 
dollars, buy less and have more. 


We’re very sexy in our private 
lives, but don’t sell it on the 
street. 

At least half the year we 
struggle with the fact that it is 
35 degrees at 8:00 a.m., 68 
degrees at 2:00 p.m., and raining 
at midnight. But we have no 
time, and go all day and all 
night in the same clothes. 

We buy the same clothes as 
our friends, wear them day in 
and day out, relying on our 
imagination to make them our 
own. 

Most importantly, we no 
longer have patience with 
clothes that can’t somehow do 
all of these things.

With most retail stores 
concurring that sportswear 
(separate tops and bottoms) is 
the only game in town, dresses 
that are potential winners 
partake of many of the elements 
of sportswear and pant dressing. 

Item one: a dress is a dress is a 
dress, but sportswear goes on 
mixing and matching forever. 
Women may want the look of a 
dress, but not the limitations. 
It’s a mathematical game, and 
the highest number wins. The 
more pieces you have, the more 
versatility, the farther your 
money goes. Enter the two piece 
dress and the non-suit (un- 
suit?) 

The two piece dress has many 
faces, but one body: it is roomier 
(“blousier”) on top, lean on the 
hip.

“deMont, sportswear department 

head at Bonwit Teller. She cites 
the longer crochet open-work 
sweater sets in cream and wheat 
colors, worn with softly pleated 
skirts in dusty pastels. Or bias 
skirts and unconstructed shirt 
jackets that cover up tanks, 
collar-bone pullovers, t-shirts, 
and camisoles: each with a 
different effect, and each 
adaptable to the pants you 
already have. 


If skirts are going to make it 
this season, they have to be as 
casual and as easy to wear as 
pants. The best candidates are 
bias skirts, and drawstring 
pocket skirts worn with little t- 
shirts, espadrilles, and cotton 
handkerchief squares tied at the 
neck, or around the head. Best 
color combo is peaches over 
cream linen. Denim tones are 
strong, with pale aqua another 
good accent for cream. Red and 
cream is dynamite. The “big 
skirt” is still hanging on the rack 
for summer, but it’s a preview of 
a longer look for winter, when it 
makes more sense. 


Under the influence of the 
“big tops,” shirts get blousier, 
collars sit wider and softer, they 
are buttoned below the 
breastbone or not at all. Prints 
and soft plaids have beigy 
grounds. The fabrics are either 
wispy thin voiles or very 
luxurious crepes and silks. Worn 
with jeans, it’s a throwaway 
look, but very carefully worked 
out. 

With these ideas in mind, you 
can pull together lots of oldies if 
you update the look. Nothing 
works without an arsenal of 
scarves: at neck, at waist, inside 
shirt: bringing colors together 
for a more monotone or color- 
related look. 

Say “ah” 

Item two: comfort. If you say 
‘ah” when you take-off your 
clothes at night, there is 
something wrong with the way 
you are dressing. Comfort and 
ease are the trademarks of the 
70’s, and we suspect that 
streakers are simply fellows 
whose underwear is too tight. 

Given that priority, the only 
factors that will sell the dress- 
dress are: the softness of new 
easy-care fabrics, the ease of 
silhouette, and the sticky heat of 
summer. The “‘easiest”’ ones are 
short sash-tied caftans with 
drop shoulders and roll-up 
sleeves, done in mattress ticking 
and broadcloth shirtings; easy 
wrap dresses in jersey-like 
fabrics; sheer Indian prints worn 
over little or nothing. The tops 
are fuller, easier than the strict 
shirtdress we’ve seen, and 
therefore more casual: 
sometimes even worn over 
another shirt. 

For summer, the 1950’s 
sundress. comes back in black 
linen: cooler than the shirtwaist, 
not as bare as the halter. 


**Private Parties” 


An easy direct approach to 
life, a priority on comfort, and a 
direct sexuality and ease about 
one’s own body have had 
marked effects on fashion. 

Luxury fabrics that slide on 
the body make underwear seem 
a fifth wheel at the party. 
Camisole tops and petticoat 
skirts come out of the underwear 
drawer and onto the summer 
scene, replacing the long skinny 
t-shirt dress of last summer. 

In fact, one of the fastest 
growing young markets is 
loungewear: pajamas and 
nightgowns masquerading as 
evening clothes so delicious they 
may make sleeping in the nude 
passe, make converts out of the 
staunchest flannel fans, and 
definitely point to spicier dinner 
parties. 

But overexposure is dead, and

sellers, what are they selling 
and what are they saying? 

Joan and David Helpern (a 
company name, and two very 
real and dynamic people) are 
designers and importers under 
the Foreign Affairs label for Ann 
Taylor and Touraine’s, and 
suppliers to other fine stores 
here and abroad. 

Ms. Helpern comments 
“Platforms didn’t die, bad taste 
did.” Actually, she projects no 
dramatic changes in their design 
philosophy, because they’ve 
been doing for years what other 
manufacturers are just coming 
to: the high class, high quality 
sport shoe for the neglected 
customer who has sophisticated 
taste, but a casual lifestyle. 

Ms. Helpern, who believes in 
high standards in all things, 
cites her customer’s European 
counterpart who “invests” in 
really fine shoes, knowing that 
the quality of shoe and bag 
‘tells’? on one faster than 
anything. 

“Most American women will 
spend too much money on too 
many clothes, and too little on a 
cheap shoe.” According to Ms. 
Helpern, the good shoe gives 
better value for dollar today 
than just about anything, and 
today’s customer is just now 
coming to accept that. 

Not too ready to swallow the 
super-lady-like cathedral- 
arched day shoe, she says her 
customer is a worker and a 
walker, and feels the casual 
lifestyle will win out over some 


of the newsier extremes. 


Believing strongly in the new 
classicism, she predicts a long 
life for the fine leather sport 
shoe, and sandals with modified 
half-inch platforms. 

Joe and Mickey Geller, 
owners of Bonwit Teller’s shoe 
department, do believe strongly 
in the “beautiful shoe,” and for 
browsing (don’t look at the 
prices), the second floor is a 
veritable gallery of leather 
sculpture. 

Joe Geller points out the high 
straight heel on the two most 
important looks for spring: the 
high heeled strappy sandal (red 
is very sexy), often in lizard and 
snake, and the closed front, high 
arching slingback with a built 
up toe front, called a “walled 
toe.’”’ It should make toe- 
crushing a less bruising issue 
than it’s been in the past (Dr. 
Scholl, are you with us?). 

Mr. Geller, also a fan of the 
“versatile” shoe, thinks the high 
sandal is just as new with pants 
as with skirts, and likes the 
daytime-nighttime sleek pumps 
from Jourdan that do not limit 
the choice of outfit. In spite of 
the more open look of t-straps, 
instep straps, and slingbacks, he 
feels women will wear them first 
with pants (yes, Virginia, even 
with pants), and gradually cycle 
them under a dress. 

Herb Copeland, designer and 
importer for Martini Imports, 
buys directly from Europe for 
many American stores..He also 
sells at lower prices from his 
warehouse-shop in Newton that 
has become the secret sin of 
suburban shoe addicts. 


Mr. Copeland believes 
strongly in the continued life of 
the platform because he feels the 
American woman will not be 
persuaded to give up comfort. 
The braoder-toed modified 
platform is easier on the foot 
than a single sole which lands 
you squarely on the ground to 
feel every pebble like the 
proverbial princess. And to tell 
the truth, our feet have grown. 

He does believe that the 
wedge sport shoe is the thing to 
watch, beginning with the rope- 
soled espadrille for spring in a 
thousand versions: sandal-front, 
slingback, open toe, lace up, and 
twenty-eight colors to go.

Ever since denim entered the 
student- world, jeans have been 
big business. The catch was that 
jeans were cheap, durable and, 
like the Volkswagen bug, 
oblivious to the world of fashion. 
But whatever we did with our 
jeans and wherever we took 
them, the manufacturers were 
right behind. 

Determination prevailed, and 
jeans and denim now run the 
gamut of fashion. According to 
The Jeans Scene, a book on how 
to jazz up your jeans, 
“Everybody is wearing them 
now: kids, students, matrons, 
executives, girls about town, 
truck drivers, delivery men, 
socialites, the jet set ... Jeans are 
everywhere, completely 
acceptable and. the most 
universally worn garment since 
the fig leaf ....” 

I remember my first pair of 
jeans — Levi’s straight leg, 
button fly. Girls only wore them 
cut off above the knees. Later, 
about the time my friends and I 
were tapering the leg seams of 
our white Levi’s, I mistakenly 
left a new pair of blue jeans 
soaking in bleach. The result 
was my first pair of un-tie dyed 
cutoffs. Not long after, the jeans 
companies were selling jeans 
tapered and fit for girls and 
faded cutoffs complete with 
ragged fringe. 

It’s almost funny to count all 
the things people have done with 
their jeans that the 
manufacturers now do for them. 
Today, you can buy jeans that 
will shrink, jeans that won’t and 
jeans that already have. The last 
are called ‘‘pre-washed”’ — 
regular “shrinkable” jeans that 
are washed repeatedly to shrink 
them and then sold. 

Women cut apart their jeans, 
sewed in inserts and made 
skirts. Long and short jean skirts 
are available (as well as overall 
skirts) in many area stores. A 
Simplicity pattern offers a jean 
skirt that looks like jeans made 
into a skirt, complete with insert 
and “crotch” seam. 

When the ecology movement 
reached full swing, recycled 
everything, including jeans, 
came along. Recyeled denim has 
become “important” in fashion, 
using either used or made-to- 
look-used fabric. Either way, it’s 
expensive. A hat, made up of 
several pieces of used jeans — 
complete with rivets, fading and 
holes — costs $8 at Adam and 
Eve and sells very well. 

Denim has made its way into 
many areas of fashion. Spring 
pattern books are heavily 
pictured with jean styling and 
denim fabric — the jean styles 
dressed up with fancier fabric 
and the casualness and 
durability of denim going into 
dressier styles. New embroidery 
transfer patterns simplify jean 
decorating. 

Denim is also popular in 
accessories, including belts, tote 
bags, pocket books, wallets, key 
chains, watch bands, umbrellas 
and beach bags. The Hooper 
Ames stores of Boston and 
Cambridge have even featured a 
sofa upholstered in denim. 

Denim has even made its way 
into the art world. This year the 
Levi’s Denim Art Contest, 
though not widely publicized, 
attracted over 2,000 entries. Two 
Boston designers, Louise 
Crandall-Kerr and Sandra 
Musashi, placed third in the 
contest. They operate Pigments 
of the Imagination, a fashion 
design studio specializing in 
painted garments. In addition to 
designing, sewing and hand 
painting elegant clothing, they 
work their art on jeans. Their 
entry’ in the contest featured 
bellbottom jeans and a work 
shirt with fanciful flowers and 
moons painted on in washable 
greens, purples and soft yellows.

the winning entries, opened 
March 27 at the New York 
Museum of Contemporary 
Crafts. The show will travel for a 
year to museums across the 
country, though it won’t make it 
to Boston. 

“Jeans are a good basis for 
art,’’ sayd Crandall-Kerr, 
‘because you know the garment, 
so it lets the art stand out.” 
Prices for wearing this art on 
your jeans run according to the 
area painted —. $25 for a jacket 
back, $15 for a pant leg, and so 
on. 
After all that jeans have been 
through — they’ve been 
patched, cuffed, bagged, 
pleated, buckled, recycled, 
painted and cut up — the word 
in fashion now is that’ we’re 
going back to the good old 
dungaree. Of course, when I buy 
my next pair of Levi’s straight 
leg, button fly, shrink-to-fit blue 


jeans, they will cost twice as 
much as they did 15 years ago. 


But then, we have shortages 
these days and a cotton shortage 
is reported to be one of them. 
Prices on all jeans items are 
skyrocketing. A year ago, Levi’s 
bellbottom jeans cost $9.68. 
Today, they’re $10.68 and 
expected to reach $12 by the end 
of the summer, according to 
Denise St. Germain, manager of 
the Coolidge Corner Levi’s You 
and You shop. 


That’s not to single out Levi 
Strauss & Co. The prices are 
going up for all makes of jeans. 
But the really big price jumps 
are for styling. “‘People are 
dressing up again,” says Joe 
Brooker, manager of the 
Coolidge Corner Adam and Eve 
store, and they are taking their 
jeans with them. European

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Liberated Employees With Understanding

Dress codes are dead, long live 
dressing like you want. Well, at 
least that’s how the script is 
supposed to read for the 
seventies. Ask companies — big 
and little — about dressing for 
work, and they do a whole 
number on how they don’t tell 
employees how to dress any 
more. Over and done with. But 
when you really get down to it, 
there is usually some 
understanding about what is 
expected by the employer in the 
way of employee dress and 
grooming, what is and is not 
acceptable in hair and dress 


‘length, what is forbidden in 


bareness of skin or decrepitude 
of dungarees. 

In other words, in spite of the 
tremendous relaxation of the 
white-shirt-and-skirts- only 
rigidity of the sixties, there is 
still a line in most jobs between 
wearing what you want and 
what’s expected, between 
dressing for oneself and dressing 
to project an image. And it 
seems to be true whether the 
image is imposed by a company 
or by the workers themselves. 

One New York consultant 
makes a living out of giving 
advice on the subtleties of 
creating an image to go with 
different jobs. By changing the 


width of a tie and the cut of a 
suit he is supposed to be able to 
transform a man from an 
indifferent to a super account 
executive, customer’s man or 
whatever. 

It really makes sense. Think of 
some of the more obvious jobs 
where image is important, like 
TV newscasting. A newscaster is 
a person you want to be able to 
trust, who’s going to tell the 
news to you straight — even 
though it hurts. Chuck 
Scarborough (who just left 
Channel 7) says that when he 
first came to the station, he 
found out that news director 
Mel Bernstein wanted him to 
play the strong, steady 
conservative. So when he needed 
a suit, he would bring in three 
for Mel to choose from. Mel’s 
choice would invariably be a 
solid color or pattern in a 
traditional cut with which 
Chuck was supposed to team 
plain shirts and classic ties. 
Voila! Instant credibility. 

Models need an image, too, 
but they usually want one that 
will make a drop dead 
impression so photographers 
and other potential employers 
will remember them. Aside from 
makeup and hair style, they 
often pick up a fashion ploy or a 


gimmick like color (one local 
model always dresses in white or 
tan) or a particular get-up 
(another always used to wear 
blue jeans and a blue jeans 
jacket). 

Department and clothing 
stores have a lot invested ir 
appearance. Pat Patricelli, 
fashion director at Filene’s, says 
Filene’s used to ask sales people 
to wear dark clothes, “but we’re 
not selling clothes like that 
now.” Now they rely more on 
suggestion than explicit 
direction. Patricelli says she 
goes around to the stores and “‘as 
a fashion person I try to get 
people enthused about fashion 
and hope some of it will rub off 
on them. We think how 
salespeople dress will impress 
and inspire customers. They are 
the only contact we have with 
the customer. You can tell when 
you walk into certain stores that 
the salespeople care. It’s good 
for sales, but it’s also important 
for people who work in stores to 
know that the people they work 
for care about how they look.” 

Jordan Marsh cares, too. The 
policy there is “to wear clothes 
that are in fashion and 
appropriate for business.’’ 
According to Margaret Cahill, 
head of the store’s training 


department, “‘Appearance is 
important in selling. A 
salesperson has to sell herself 
first. If a girl looks smart, the 
customer feels she must know 
something, and she has more 
confidence in her.” 

Banks believe appearance can 
inspire confidence, too. In fact, 
maybe image is even more 
important in the money game 
because money is so important 


“— you might say, sacred — to 


people. A Back Bay branch 
manager of a Boston bank says, 
“You are only handling people’s 
money. It’s going into the bank. 
But you reflect the bank to 
people. There are some old 
ladies who come in here and tell 
me they’re scared to give their 
money to tellers with ‘all that 
hair. I’m afraid he’ll put it in his 
pocket,’ they’ll say. And they’ll 
go to the teller at the next 
window. Appearance is 
superficial, but people really feel 
more secure with someone who 
is clean and conservative.” 

Like most banks today, this 


one no longer has dress codes on - 


the books, and policing of 
appearance is left to the 
discretion of department heads. 
This particular young manager 
wears his hair trimmed close, 
and favors quiet gray or navy

suits with white shirts and 
moderate striped ties. ““The men 
don’t have to wear jackets, but 
most do. If I dress in a certain 
way, people will follow..No one 
likes to be too odd in a group. I 
have one trainee now with long 
hair and a beard. The girls 
kidded him, so he’s cut them 
some. I think if he stays around 
long enough, he’|l want to cut off 
the beard altogether and look 
like everyone else.” 

Carol Anderson, who is a 
principal in her own advertising 
agency that does a lot of work for 
shopping centers’ in 
Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, is a chamelon 
about clothes, too. She says she 
tends to dress to match a client’s 
surroundings. “If I’m going to 
Channel 3 in Hartford, I wear a 
business suit and heels. When I 
go to see clients who run a dude 
ranch I put on jeans so I won’t 
come off as a city slicker. 

“People are impressed by 
trappings, whether it’s your 
office or your clothes. Men react 
differently to me if I’m wearing a 
dress and look feminine or if I’m 
wearing a pantsuit. But either 
way, I find the more attractive I 
feel, the better I project, so I try 
to look attractive.” 

In a sense, someone like Carol 
Anderson is both dressing to 
project an image and to please 
herself. Self-employed people 
can enjoy that luxury. Howie 
Ring is a businessman who does. 
But he’s not your button-down 
double-knit type affluent 
businessman. 

As a principal in New 
England Music City stores and 
in Music Merchants, a record 
distributor, he has more in 
common with the hip Harvard 
Squarer than the staid State 
Streeter. ‘Most people I deal 
with dress to be comfortable,” 
says Ring, and so does he — in 
slacks or jeans and sweaters — 
which is exactly how he likes to 
dress. Unlike the lawyers and 
bankers, the clothes he works in 
are the clothes he plays in. 

However, that causes some 
trouble because there are places 
that exclude people who look 
like Howie Ring. ‘Boston is 
casual, but there are still some 
places I can’t go without a sport 
jacket. I might have on a $125- 
$150 leather jacket and someone 
in a $29.95 Anderson Little 
jacket can get into Pier 4 or the 
General Glover and I can’t.”’ 

The people who work in his 
record stores dress the same way 
as Ring does and so does 
everyone else in the industry. 
Therefore, he thinks that the 
people who wear shirts and ties 
are the ones interested in image, 
but that people like him aren’t. 


Actually, very few people can 
always dress entirely for 
themselves. A secretary for the 
Union of Concerned Scientists 
whose office is at MIT says, “‘No 
une cares what I wear, so I dress 
for comfort and walking.” Other 
secretaries there wear more 
conventional office dress, but 
she wears nothing but dungarees 
in winter (comfortable and no 
cleaning bills) and arnel skirts 
and tops in summer (drip dry). 

Her last job was on Newbury 
Street. There she wore more 
elaborate clothes that cost more 
to buy and maintain, and 
weren't as comfortable. 


The only problem she has now 
is what to wear when she goes 
“out.” “I used to be able to go 
from work to a date in the same 
clothes,” she says. “And when I 
worked on Newbury Street, I 
could see what people were 
wearing. Everyone on campus 
wears dungies, and I[ don’t even 
know what to wear on the 
outside.” 

Dress codes dead? The official 
formal kind maybe, but the 
dress codes of the mind have a 
long way to go.

the newest way to be sexy is by 
covering up those slip dresses 
with sheer lose coverups that 
bow at the neck like bed jackets 
(get the drift?). Women’s Wear 
Daily calls them “‘lets go to bed” 
clothes. Just another fine 
example of how the new trends 
make life easier for us by 
eliminating all those time 
consuming changes. 


Home entertainment is a bull 
market and stores are 
commissioning designers right 
and left to do loungewear 
collections. In keeping with 
today’s market demands, many 
are suggesting almost 
sportsweary pieces in non-sleepy 
colors to mix and match. Gone, 
indeed, are the one-bathrobe 
days. 


“Up” with Pants 


If dresses act like pants, then 
pants are like dresses. That is, 
they are dressing up this year. 
Rarely seen without a co- 
ordinated top (shirt jacket or 
“big top”), in matching colors, 
they are super-refined, 
straighter legged, with the kind 
of polish, sophistication and 
clean lines you expect from 
streetwear dresses. 


Poplins for summer days, 
crepes and velvets for evenings 
now and next fall, they take to 
casual shirts or move on to 
strapless tops under the jacket 
for dressing up. 

“Casual” pants are either 
jeans, or the athletic look: the 
matching warm-up pant and 
hooded sweatshirt in stretch 
terry or velour. If you can’t 
figure out what it’s for, you are 
not using your imagination. 


Money Talks 


Perhaps the most important 
consideration in the potential 
depth of skirt and dress buying 
on the part of the consumer is a 
new attitude towards money, 
and changed spending habits. 


-We. are getting tighter with 
the coin, and want value for 
dollar. Clothes that hang around 
don’t get houseroom anymore; 
we want to use out leftovers. 
One-occasion items are too 
costly and wasteful. 


The trend is to buying dressier 
separates, good designer scarves 
and accessories, and amortizing 
the costs over several seasons 
and several outfits. Each thing 
you buy should add mileage to 
the things you already own: the 
cost of retooling entire 
wardrobes from year to year is 
much too high. The good 
designers are catching on and 
their collections are beginning to 
be color and style related from 
season to season: St. Laurent’s 
new jackets go with last year’s 
pants, his shirts with next year’s 
skirts. 


“Collécting” and “investing” 
are the magic words. Beating the 
rap on prices may mean actually 
paying more for the real thing 
(i.e., cotton and wool), the good 
thing, the thing that lasts (fiber 
shortages will mean 
skyrocketing prices next fall as 
“the real thing’? becomes a 
precious commodity). 


It also helps to stick to 
monotones and neutral colors for 
base items: too much color and 
pattern ties your hands. With 
neutral pieces it is easier to 
change and update the look with 
a little color in the scarf, a new 
shoe. 


But with pants now the price 
of a day in Acapulco, the market 
may have bottomed out on the 
pants collecting boom. And the 
lighter look in accessories 


- 


definitely signals a trend toward 
more refined dressing, be it pant 
or skirt. 

Still, as of April, pants are 
outselling skirts. And, in fact, 
the odds are against wholesale 
switching to dresses, as it means 
a layout for all new accessories 
(see shoe story). 

By the same logic, the big coat 
is a trenchy coat, or trench coat: 
non-commital and casual, it is 
not time-bound or seasonal, and 
suits both skirt, pant, and 
pocketbook. It is the only 
solution to surface yet this year. 

My prediction is we'll 
gradually see more legs and 
arms this summer than we’ve 
seen in a long time, but with the 
first cool October breeze from 


Canada, the romance will end in 
a hurry, and all the pants will 
come out of the closet. 

But no matter what the 
weather, the look has changed 
for real. In order to get the most 
for your money, don’t buy it if it 
is: 
too clingy 
too jazzy 
too many colors 
too constructed 
too dressy 
too limited 
not in “‘pieces’”’ 
poor quality. 

If it is not easy, natural, soft, 
casual, versatile and 
comfortable, it is definitely out 
to lunch, and I don’t mean at 
Orsini’s.

discount houses and department 
stores. Fashion stores camt be 
price gougers and still sell. 

“‘A couple of years ago, 
fashion almost died,” Simon 
said. “‘Girls were fighting 
fashion and wearing any old 
thing.

designers show they understand 
the money problem,” said Saks 
fashion coordinator Diane 
McGinity. ‘““That’s why we have 
so many active clothes that mix, 
match or reverse.’ 

A spokeswoman for the Ann 
Taylor stores admitted their 
prices are high, but said so is the 
quality. ‘““We’ve found women 
will pay for well-constructed 
clothes because they’ve learned 
they are a better investment.” 
Since a large part of their stock 
is not wash and wear, their 
customers carefully choose 
clothes in the European manner, 
to last for several seasons. 

Given their druthers, most 
women will choose easy care 
fabrics, but the basic idea is the 
same: to build a personal clothes 
collection that goes from season 
to season. The tops you buy this 
summer can go under the 
sweaters you select this fall. The 
fact that they’ll make good 
looking sense is no accident. 
Designers are purposely keying 
colors and fabrics to coordinate. 
A good example are the 
separates in the Anne Klein line. 
Colors in prints for this 
summer’s sportswear will be 
used again this fall, and some of 
them have been re-interpreted 
from last season. 

One designer, Parisian Sonia 
Rykiel, calls her new collection 
“recyclable.”” She doesn’t mean 
you should stack her designs 
with the newspapers at the end 
of the week, but that they’ll 
work just as well next season. 

Without dictums, but still 
with lots of fashion flair and 
fanfare, here’s how the spring- 
summer sportswear looks shape 
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up. The difference is no one is 
saying what you MUST wear, 
but what there is to wear. 

There are pants, tailored to 
give a trim, slim and sleek 
appearance, No more floppy 
flares and deep, droopy cuffs. 

There are jeans, of course, and 
there are still some blue denim 
jeans. Most of all, there are neat, 
wheat-colored, white, pale 
peach or dusty pink or other 
pastel shades in jeans. And,no 
more sloppy, frayed seams 
which used to pass off as 
fashion. 

Jean Glendon, fashion 
director at Jordan Marsh, said 
girls want to be pretty again. No 
one will deny pants are a way of 
life, but young people are tired 
of looking sloppy and dirty 
dungaree-ugly. She predicts 
hats will emerge as a big fashion 
trend this season. “Even the 
young girls in Harvard Square 
are going to enjoy wearing big 


brimmed straw hats with their . 


jeans,” she said. 

To wear with pants and jeans, 
there are T-shirts, sleeveless or 
with little cap (‘‘muscle’’) 
sleeves. A few are fun fad styles 
with comic strip characters like 
Orphan Annie or Wonder 
Woman decorating the bustline. 
Most are in crisp colors — sun 
yellow, grass green, firehouse 
red. All are tops in effortless 
style. 

There are shirts of sheer, 
gauzy voile or chiffon-like 
fabrics. Wear them tucked in as 
blouses or over another top and 
out as jackets. Layer them with 
a lightweight sweater in an airy 
weave. The prints are romantic. 
The colors are as appetizing as 
32-flavors of ice cream — 
vanilla, eclair brown, peachy 
pink, pale lemon ice, mint 


green. 

The whole idea of this 
summer’s sportswear reminds 
Filene fashion promotion 
director Pat Patricelli of one big 
smorgasbord.

Sewing The Time Has Never Been Better

Summer 1974 fashion calls for 
simple, subtle, easy clothes. 
Clothes that work for you. Take 
you where you want to go. 
Clothes that you can live in. 

So say fashion powers like 
Vogue, Harpers Bazaar and 
Womens Wear Daily. Of course, 
we, the street people, have been 
wearing those styles right along. 
Today’s fashion only makes 
them easier to find. 

But if you like to sew, and at 
the same time take advantage of 
the latest trends, the time has 
never been better. “The most 
important silhouette change for 
1974 revolves around both a 
softening and loosening of line,”’ 
says Womens Wear Daily. Lines 
are fluid and less defined, 
meaning that the sewer’s work is 
easier. None of the time- 
consuming couture details that 
have plagued us in the past are 
around. 

It’s only a matter of picking a 
pattern and fabric that works 
best for you. And with styles 
being toned down, fabrics are 
playing an even bigger role in 
the fashion scene this summer, 
be it a simple printed cotton and 
polyester blend blouse or a 
flowing georgette evening gown. 

In fabrics this season, the 
word is “natural”. ‘Natural or 
natural looking fibers are the 
most important look this year,” 
suggests a fashion co-ordinator 
at Jordan Marsh. Most fabric 
buyers recommend cotton. “It 
breathes. It’s the coolest fabric,” 
declared one local fabric buyer. 
In these days of shortages, 
however, there are fewer and 
fewer 100 percent cotton fabrics 
to be found but there are plenty 
of good looking substitutes. 
Polyester and cotton blends will 
give you the same look and are 
often less expensive than the 


real thing. In much the same 
way rayon and linen 
combinations will give you the 
crisp fresh look of the natural 
fiber and are easier to work with. 

Time has shown that home 
sewing closely follows ready-to- 


houses snatch up the latest of 
Dior, Halston and St. Laurant 
before the model has even left 
the runway and fabric houses 
offer once “‘exclusive” materials 
across the counter. Even the 
designers themselves, in these

But a decade 
or two ago it was months before 
the latest designs of Paris and 
Seventh Avenue reached the 
sewer. Home sewing was strictly 
for the Mrs. who whipped up a 
red wool tea dress for the annual 
PTA banquet or the young 
mother making a pinafore for 
her daughter. Today pattern 


days of tight money, offer their 
unused goods. Stores all over the 
city offer designer’s remnants, 
and with a little knowledge and 
legwork you can come up with 
the very same fabric that Oscar 
de la Renta cut a halter dress 
from last month. 

Even when the designer 
fabrics are not always available, 
the look-alikes are so good that 


“deluxe” fabrics, they are good 
enough for members of the Best 
Dressed List who scoop them up 
at a fraction of the original price. 

If Orbach’s and Alexanders 
can do it why can’t we? We can 
and do, as was shown a few 
months ago when WBZ “Yes We 
Can” presented a fashion show 
of designer originals followed by 
copies made by local women. A 


$2,000 Oscar de la Renta gown 
home-made for $70 and looked 
as good, if not better. A Jean 
Muir cocktail dress for $50. 


Even if couture copies are not 
your bag there’s plenty of 
fashion and savings in the 
pattern books in sportswear. 
Ever since Simplicity came out 
with their first Betsy Johnson 
design the world’s leading 
sportswear houses have courted 
the home sewer. Names like 
Kenzo, Willy Smith and Carol 
Horn. 

A visit with two young sales 
girls, Sally Flanagan and Dawn 
Hudak, at Fabrications in 
Cambridge tells a lot about 
what’s going on in the 
sportswear and -young sewers 
market today. “This was one of 
our best sellers last year and it 
will be again this year,” says 
Dawn, pointing to a pin-tucked 
caftkan, Vogue patter no. 8587. 
“T saw it in a store nearby in 
gauze for $75 and it can be made 
in the same material for one 
third the price.” 

The girls, like most young 
sewers today, know what’s in the 
ready-to-wear departments 
around town and know what the 
designers are doing. 

Both will tell you that the 
pattern books are very up-to- 
date in sportswear. “I can go 
through a book and find the 
same designs that are in 
Mademoiselle or Glamour,” 
says Sally. “It doesn’t mean 
that everything in ready-to-wear 
can be found in a pattern book, 
but a lot of it can be made. I can 
take a basic design, like Jones 
New York and make a pair of 
. slacks in a cotton-rayon blend 
for about $6.50.”

“I don’t carry 
anything, no matter how 
fashionable, that doesn’t make 
women look sexy. I don’t sell 
items. I sell a look.”

And the look he’s selling is 
worth millions. Last fiscal year, 
ending August 31, 1973, 
Frederick’s did a volume of 
$14,000,000 (that’s million), and 
the six-month figures through 
this February top out, if you'll 
excuse the expression, at over 
$8,147,000. That’s a lot of 
crotchless panties. 

These days, though, the lurid 
lingerie line comprises only part 
of Frederick’s total inventory. 
Mellinger’s 73 stores across the 
country (the two closest to 
Boston are in Springfield and 
Warwick, R.I.) divide their stock 
evenly between bras and 
foundation garments (how does 
the bottomless girdle grab 
you?), sportswear, and dresses, 
with wigs, lingerie and 
miscellaneous making up the 
difference. The ‘‘master 
adman,” as he has been called, 
is quick to point out that 
Frederick’s was one of the first 
outfits in the country to pick up 


on the wig shortly after Revlon 
in 1961. 

Mellinger didn’t stray from 
his mail order business until 
about five years ago, when he 
decided to gamble $50,000 on a 
store in middle-class Omaha. 
While he was still wondering 
whether respectable folk were 
ready for his brand of 
merchandising, the locals were 
eating it up, and it’s been 
expanding ever since. However, 
mail order is still going strong, 
with a catalog that comes out six 
times a year, sells for two bucks 
a subscription, and features 
about 500 items, from jumpsuits 
and dresses to “‘SIN-suous”’ 
slinks and stiletto heels (hello, 
Sigmund).

Snyders 
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Do Movies Really 


By Beverly Gudanowski 

When Clark Gable took off his 
shirt in the movie Jt Happened 
One Night (1934), the men’s 
underwear industry almost 
collapsed. In the infamous 
“Walls of Jericho” scene, Gable 
and Claudette Colbert shared a 
room, separated by a flimsy 
blanket. Gable got undressed 
and American males keenly 
noted that He-man Gable didn’t 
bother with a binding 
undershirt. The underwear 
business gulped. 

In the Gable incident men 
were freed, but in a classic 
example of fashion trends set by 
a movie, women were bound. 
According to Tom Roulston, 
who teaches the “Stars and Sex 
Roles” film course at the Boston 
Center for Adult Education 1946 
emerged as a landmark year for 
the breast. Jean Russell, with 
her 38-inch bustline, starred in a 
movie called The Outlaw. 
Howard Hughes, owner of the 
studio, ‘“‘wanted her boobs to 
stick out’? so he ordered a 
designer to “engineer a specially 
built bra” that would accent her 
cleavage every time she moved. 

ee Women had not worn bras 
: during the Thirties, but they 
“had to wear bras after that,” 
Roulston quipped. 

Movies generally influence 


fashion, an industry that 
demands a high turnover of 
styles and depends on the mass 
media, he said. ‘‘Film crosses all 
‘time and space and can 
introduce or revive all fashions 
from all periods in history and 
from all over the world,” he 
added. 

Gone With The Wind set a 
men’s wear trend with the 
dressier look of frill and fashion, 
Roulston said. The Tom Jones 
look influenced men’s formal 
wear with ruffles, wide sleeves, 
and satin and brocade 
materials, but Humphrey 
Bogart and his conservative 
style of the trench coat, the 
double-breasted suit and the 
fedora did not affect fashion, he 
said. 

Men have stopped wearing 
hats but The Great Gatsby may 
re-introduce that habit. “The 
cap is coming back and is 
representative of the Twenties,” 
he said. Recently, movie heroes 
have been rebels whose attire is 
“dishabille and working class.” 
The Wild Ones, starring Marlon 
Brando and Lee Marvin, sported 
the ‘torn T-shirt,’’ and the 
widespread appeal of the army 
jacket came from the movies, 
Roulston said. The popularity of 
RAF jackets was sparked by the

reincarnation of World War II in 
the 1950’s movies such as Only 
Angels Have Wings and Thirty 
Seconds Over Tokyo. The rise of 
Frye boots is related to the 
cowboy image created by 
movies, he said. 

The Black movies are a good 
counterpoint to The Great 
Gatsby. “They show the pimp as 
hero, glorified for the Black sub- 
culture,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
traditional attire of the pimp, 
which has been flamboyant and 
flashy, has caused a great deal of 
imitation on the part of Black 
youth.” This style includes big 
banded hats, big shoes, and 
expensive bright-colored suits 
that are innovative in style and 
cut. 

Roulston said the bobbed hair 
trend in the Twenties was shown 
in the early movies. These films 
also changed the image of 
women from the “innocent, 
small town, American girl” to 
Clara Bow and the flapper. 
Mary Pickford (“the girl with 
the curl’) wore “‘youthful, plain 
and style-less” dresses in her 
movies Rebecca of Sunny Brook 
Farm and Pollyanna and her 
fans expected her to wear those 


_clothes in real life. 


“People, like Gloria Swanson 
and Greta Garbo, ended the 
Victorian era and introduced the 
rebellious era. The chorus girl 
came in. They set the style of 
the Twenties,’’ he said. 
Following Garbo, women 
donned berets, wore ‘‘fine 
plucked thin eyebrows” and 
“chopped their hair into short 
straight bobs.” 

Bette Davis and Jean Arthur 
starred as working women in the 
1930’s and originated the Dior 
suit look, a severe suit with two 
pockets on the jacket. A 
traditional look, he said. In her 
many movies Betty Grable 
established a trend of short 
dresses, short shorts and hot 
pants. 

In 1948, ‘‘4,500,000 breast 
pads or falsies were sold as a 
result of the Hollywood sweater 
girl look, launched by Lana 
Turner,” Roulston said. “By 
1950, 85 percent of women over 
15 wore bras, girdles or both.” 
Then the girdle business took a 
nose dive with the introduction 
of Sophia Loren. ““You wouldn’t 
think Sophia Loren would wear 
a girdle, would you?” he said. 

Gina Lollabrigida introduced 
the bikini and young women 
identified with Bridgit Bardot in 
1958, he said, quiting from the 
book, Popcorn Venus by 
Marjorie Rosen. The make-up 
industry produced white and 
pale lipsticks to mimic Bardot 
and give the allusion of a 
‘‘distended, puffy mouth.” 
Audrey Hepburn in her 1950’s 
films “‘was a clotheshorse for the 
top designers,” he added. 

Edith Head, famous designer 
for Paramout Studios, explained 
the influence of movies on 
fashion by saying “every woman 
is a ham actress at heart.” In her 
book, The Dress Doctor, she 
explained how Mae West’s 
movie, She Done Him Wrong,

bra or corset, loved velvets, 
satins and feathers. ‘‘The 
picture started a whole new 
mode in Paris — feathers on 
hats, feather boas, velvet and 
satin gowns,” accenting the 
hourglass, seductive look, wrote 
Head who designed the clothes. 

Carole Lombard, who wore 
tailored clothes, was “the first 
fashion-conscious star who could 
influence the taste of the 
American woman,” Head wrote. 
‘‘What she wore on the screen. 
women copied.” 

For The Jungle Princess 
(1936), Head designed a sarong 
for Dorothy Lamour, made of 
red material with printed white 
hibiscus flowers. It became a 
national institution. Lamour’s 
Latin American films also 
initiated the Mexican shirt, 
poncho and serape trend. In The 
Perfect Marriage, Head created 
“a white suede cloth, sleeveless 
jacket embroidered all over with 


Faye Dunaway in “Bonnie & 
Clyde” brought back Depression- 
era styles. 


the name “Maggie” (the name 
of the main character) in gold 
and it was widely copied 
commercially.” 

In the movie Sabrina with 
Audrey Hepburn, a dress with a 
boat neckline that tied on each 
shoulder was created and copied 
as the ‘Sabrina neckline.” 
Elizabeth Taylor, in A Place in 
the Sun, wore an evening gown 
with yards of white tulle 
studded with white velvet 
violets. She also wore a ball 
gown of black velvet topped in 
eyelit embroidery and studded 
with seed pearls. Both were 
imitated. Wearing a shirt as her 
basic garment, Katherine 
Hepburn created a “collar and 
cuff look,”” Head wrote. 

Alfred Fiandaca, THE 
designer in Boston, derives his 
inspiration from film. “Didn’t 
you know that movies were my 
kick? That’s my take off,” he 
said. ‘‘I’ve hardly done a 
collection without the influence 
of movies.” 

“I’m always influenced by the 
movies,” he continued. “Last 
fall my collection was influenced 
by The Women made in 1939. It 
was a real women’s lib movie 
with no men in it. They showed 
slinky soft clothes, some vampy 
clothes, little hats, padded 
shoulders and waisted suits, and 
sexy evening gowns.” Fiandaca’s 
collection inciuded pillbox hats 
that ‘“‘went off to the side of the 
head with veils.” 

Two years ago, Fiandaca saw 
Carmen Miranda films such as 
On the Road to Rio. “I watched 
them for a while spring and 
summer,” he said. (Fiandaca 


sees films that he likes, 


repeatedly.) ‘“‘We did great 
clothes ... wrap skirts that went 
over pants,” and bras under tie 
shirts and flowing pants, similar

te what Cher Bono wears today. 


“She is very much like Carfnen 
Miranda,”’ he said. 

Fiandaca designed a 
collection of evening clothes 
based on the Fred Astaire and 
Ginger Rogers movies. He used 
feathers at the hems and created 
sequined and “‘chiffony” clothes 
with sweetheart necklines. 

“For my Death in Venice 
collection, I bought up all the 
old hand-made bedspreads and 
sheets,” he explained. He used 
the hand-made laces and 
applied them to linen. The 
evening clothes were accented 
by huge hats. He also used new 
lace that was dipped in tea to 
make it look old. . 

The movie The Damned 
influenced a Fiandaca*collection 
of midi-clothes four years ago. 
The clothes were all bias cut in 
“very purple, navy blue, deep 
blue greens, decadent colors,” 
he said. The designs included 
“turtle necks, very puffy sleeves, 
skirts straight in front but full 
and flowing in the back.” 

Fiandaca does not think that 
the 1950’s movies hold any 
promise for fashion. “I lived 
through them and I think the 
Fifties were the pits,” he said. “‘I 
get a little vomitation when I 
think of them.” 

Fiandaca, who organized the 
fashion show at the Gatsby Ball 
held in the Copley Plaza, 
showed clothes that were made 
in the Twenties along with his 


own collection “with’ soft flowy 
chiffons and pastelly things.” A 
dress from the movie Mame was 
also shown. It was covered with 
tiers of black fringe and had a 
matching fringe cape. 

A young up and coming 
designer in Boston, Sam 
Chocron opened his Milo shop 
on Newbury Street a year ago. 
Born in Casablanca, Chocron 
has designed evening wear that 
was influenced by the soft 
moods of The Great Gatsby. The 
designs include chiffon, bias 
satin and crepe materials in 
handkerchief skirt dresses and 
slip dresses. For a long evening 
dress, the whole bodice was done 
with real flowers, white 
camellias mixed with lavendar. 
He thinks that the Gatsby look 
is ‘fun for the summer” but does 
not plan to show it in the fall.

The Gatsby hair 
style hugs the head with waves 
and curls and is parted on one 
side with a barret, Glendon said. 
The make-up calls for bright 
pretty colors, especially 
accenting the cheeks. 

Gatsby will initiate the return 
to the “smoky, sireny look,” 
according to Catherine Hinds 
who will open a new facial salon 
in Newton Center June 1. The 
Twenties look means more 
definite colors, especially plum, 
mauve, slate and tawny, she 
said. The ‘‘very wet and 
transparent” plum lip gloss will 
accent the lips. “It doesn’t look 
so painted like Clara Bow,” she 
said.

“Pleated 
chiffon tube-like dresses with a _ 
straight line across the bust line 
with spaghetti straps” are part 
of the look, she said. “Some 
designers have put a very pale 
big rose under the chin where 
the chiffon scarf ties,”’ she said. 
‘“‘Hats are very big.’’ The 
Twenties and Thirties shoes 
have a T-strap and higher, 
narrower heels in very natural, 
pale beige and pale brown, she 
said. Shawl-collar sweaters 
(called “fanny sweaters’’) are in 
very soft pale tones. With The 
Great Gatsby have come 
“circular skirts that are very 
sporty and very popular.”

she said. The shop carried the 
tennis sweater look in knit 
dresses with the tennis sweater 
neckline and matching over- 
sweaters.

Guys who want their jewelry 
to scream, to be bold, 
courageous and massive, search 
for the wide silver and copper 
cuffs or the silver and ivory 
combinations.

oblong or 
rectangle, join forces with gold 
beads or shells. 

Beads are not restricted to 
being made out of wood. Plastic, 
enamel on metal, silver and 
lucite are all used for necklaces. 
The beads are smaller than last 
year, reinforcing the feminine 
look. 

Neck chains are as popular 
with women as they are with 
men. The styles are longer and 
shorter than those of their male 
counterparts, ranging from a 
wrap around rope stretching 
several feet to a dog collar 
hugging the neck. 

If earrings aren’t made to 
match a necklace or bracelet 
then hoops are the answer. 
There are as many varieties of 
hoops as there are people to buy 
them. If you look carefully, 
you'll also find a sprinkling of 
rhinestone earrings, button 
earrings in an array of shining 
colors and pearl earrings in the 
pierced and non-pierced variety. 

Watches for all age groups 
have become part of the jewelry 
wardrobe. No longer just an 
article for telling time, watches 
are now being fashioned from 
plastic, lucite, silver and gold.

Most of the shell creations 
cost about $4, making them an 
inexpensive conversation piece, 
which can be worn with any 
outfit. 

Ecology in jewelry gives a 
natural look. Wooden beads, 
bamboo, straw, and horn in 
luxurious earthy browns and 
ivories are used to make 
necklaces and bracelets. In some 
of the styles wooden beads;

White is the color for the 
summer.

For the Fall, the experts say 
the trend will move towards the 
antique look. Antique 
reproduction locket pendants, 


bangle “bracelets with lockets 
and painted glass pendants will 
be most popular. These items 
will probably sell for $3 to $12. 

There’s a necklace or a 
bracelet for almost every budget 
and taste and jewelry is the 
individual flair to make any 
outfit your own.
